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PREFACE

record  of  t lie  fi real  war  a  pictorial  iiuister-rr)ll  of  all  tho  officers  and  stndeiit- 
otficers  of  tlu'  \a\al  Ail  Ser\ice.  and  to  present  in  narratixe  form  the  history 
and  achievements  of  the  \a\;d  A\  iation  ('ori)s.  To  the  former  end  ex'ery  elVorl 
lias  heen  exerted  to  oi)tain  as  many  jjiiotofiraphs  of  indi\idual  memtiers  of  the 
officer-[)ersonnel  as  was  possible  nnder  the  many  difficulties  enconiilered.  Every 
trick  of  the  printers'  art  has  lieen  employed  to  reproduce  these  pictures  to  the 
hesl  aii\antay:e,  it  heiiif;-  borne  in  mind  tliat  most  of  them  were  snapshots  and 
totally  unsuited  for  reproduction.  Heeause  of  the  larjie  number  of  men  in  the 
corps  and  the  many  photofjraphs  eolleeted,  the  data  relating  to  each  mendier  of 
the  personnel  must  necessarily  be  brief.

WHEXiu  August.  li)lS,  1  foiiiul  ou  visit  iuii' France  a  coiuijIcIc  chain 
of  Naval  Aviation  Stations  engaged  in  a  systematic  patrol  of  I  lie 
waters  of  that  "neck  of  tlie  bottle"  through  which  our  tro()|)s  and 
supplies  had  to  j)ass,  I  had  hut  to  examine  the  weekly  charts  of  Gernum 
submarine  operations  to  realize  how  much  our  aviators  were  doing  lo 
make  these  waters  safe.  To  the  men  engaged  in  these  duties,  whether 
on  land  or  actually  flying,  there  came  few  of  the  thrills  of  actual  war.  but 
they  will  always  have  the  deej)  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  their  work, 
though  silent,  counted  much  in  the  winning  of  the  wqr.  I  venture  to 
predict  that  when  the  records  of  the  German  naval  activities  become 
available,  we  will  find  that  the  enemy  also  recognized  the  importance 
of  the  American  Navy  in  the  air  as  well  as  on  the  sea. 

There  is  one  outstanding  feature  of  American  Naval  Aviation  in 
the  great  war — it  conducted  actual  and  active  operations  against 
the  enemy  for  many  months,  and  conducted  them  with  credit  and 
success.  When  the  United  States  entered  the  war.  our  Naval  Avia- 
tion was  almost  less  than  a  nucleus  in  both  materiel  antl  personnel. 
In  the  summer  of  the  following  year,  our  Naval  Aviators  were  doing 
patrol  work  in  American-built  planes,  not  only  in  our  home  waters  but 
also  on  the  coasts  of  England,  Ireland,  France  and  Belgium.  In  addi- 
tion, we  were  conducting  operations  on  a  large  scale  with  lighter-than- 
air  craft  in  France  and  were  taking  an  important  i)art  iii  the  work 
of  the  Northern  Bombing  Grouj)  near  the  Belgian  border. 

Taking  the  work  as  a  wliole  from  the  conception  and  working  out 
of  the  broad  operating  ])lans  in  the  very  beginning  down  lo  the  training 
of  the  personnel,  the  creation  of  the  materiel  and  the  final  operations 
against  the  enemy,  the  enterprise  must  be  stamped  with  the  approval 
of  the  countrv  as  a  whole.

air  stations  overseas,  thirteen  in  the 
United  States  and  insular  possessions,  two 
in  Canada,  and  twelve  land  .s(|uadrons  for 
special  offensive  operations  against  sub- 
marines at  their  ba.ses,  not  to  mention  the 
numerous  schools,  storehou.ses,  assembly 
plants,  repair  dei)ots,  and  the  naval  air- 
craft factories  which  were  required  to  fur- 
nish the  necessary  personnel  and  facilities 
for  the  operation  of  tho.se  air  stations. 

The  aviation  personnel  at  the  clo.se  of 
hostilities  had  reached  a  total  of  4-2,000— 
more  than  two-thirds  the  entire  naval 
personnel  prior  to  our  entry  into  tlie  war. 

EXPERIMENTAL    PEKIOU 

The  first  .scientific  demonstrations  of 
aeromuitic  principles  were  niatle  by  I'ro- 
fes.sor  Langley  at  Quantico,  or  Widewater 
on  the  Potomac,  ^'a.,  in  189(>.  Langley 
was  subjected  to  so  nmch  ridicule  that  he 
broke  down  under  the  attack  and  his 
death  occurred  before  he  was  able  to 
complete  his  experiments.  In  190;5  the 
Wright  Hrothers  made  their  first  success- 
ful flight  with  a  "heavier-than-air"  craft 
carrying  the  pilot.  Then  followed  nu- 
merous exjjeriments,  both  in  this  country 


To  conduct  these  experiments,  on  both 
ves.sels  were  built  false  decks  forward. 
From  that  time  until  the  winter  of  1917, 
the  time  was  occupied  in  experimentation, 
and  the  formation  of  the  nucleus  of  a 
naval  aviation  section.  The  first  naval 
aviator  to  qualify  for  flying  was  Lieut. 
T.  (i.  Ellyson,  who,  it  should  be  said,  was 
also  the  first  to  u.se  the  catapult  as  a 
launching  apparatus,  from  which  he  made 
an  ascent  at  the  Xaval  .\cademy.  Other 
pioneers  in  1911  l'-2  and  1913  were  Lieuts. 
.lohn  Rodgers,  .lolin  II.  Towers,  P.  N.  L. 
lU'llinger.  (\  K.  Hronson,  Chevalier, 
Hillingsly.  Stol/,  Saufley  and  Whiting; 
Lieut.  Comdr.  11.  C.  Mustin;  Lieuts.  1$. 
L.  Smith  and  .V.  \.  Cunningham,  U.  S. 
Marine  Corps;  Xaval  Constructor  H.  C 
Richards,  Civil  I*'nginccr  .1.  \'.  Rockwell. 
Ensign  ^'.  1).  Ilerbster,  and  i)erha|)s  half 
a  dozen  more  of  the  regular  Xavy  and 
Marine  Corps.  The  toll  was  heavy 
among  these  adventurous  young  pioneers, 
for  the  machines  were  frail  and  crude,  and 
the  hazards  were  great.  Lieut.  Hillingsly 
was  killed  in  a  crash  in  191:?.  and  in  the 
following  two  or  three  years,  Stolz,  Rock-

lives  to  the  development  of  naval  aero- 
nautics. 

The  first  aviation  camp  to  be  es- 
tablished by  the  Navy  was  located  at 
Annapolis  in  1913;  prior  to  which  naval 
flyers  and  students  trained  at  the  Curtiss 
school  at  San  Diego,  Cal.  At  about  the 
same  time  a  camp  was  started  at  Guan- 
tananio,  Cuba,  and  operated  while  the 
fleet  was  in  Caribbean  waters.  In  De- 
cember, the  Annapolis  camp  was  trans- 
ferred to  Pen.sacola.Fla., where  the  battle- 
ship Mississippi  (later  sold  to  the  Greek 
Government)  was  assigned  as  station  .ship. 
Shortly  afterwards,  an  air  station  was 
constructed  ashore  at  Pensacola,  which 
was  destined  to  be  the  first  fixed  aviation 
station  in  America.  During  the  follow- 
ing summer  the  Mississippi  was  sold  and 
the  armored  cruiser  Xorfh  Carolina 
became  the  aviation  and  station  ship. 
She  was  the  only  vessel,  and  Pensacola 
the  .sole  station,  engaged  in  naval  flying 
at   the   time   we   entered   the   war   with 


Germany  in  April,  1917.  At  that  time  the 
Navy  had  thirty-eight  qualified  aviators, 
and  all  of  163  enlisted  men  detailed  to 
aviation  duty;  while  the  assortment  of 
twenty-two  seaplanes  were  fit  for  training 
pur])oses  only;  the  equipment  comprised 
live  kite  planes,  two  free  l)alloons  and 
no  dirigibles. 

ADMINISTR.\TIOX    OF    THE  AIR    SERVICE 

Back  of  the  marvelous  expansion  of 
naval  aviation  was  a  superb  administra- 
tive organization,  without  which  the 
service  would  have  i)roven  a  failure  no 
matter  how  much  zeal,  inventive  genius 
and  patriotic  enthu.siasm  had  been  mus- 
tered in  the  cause.  As  has  been  pointed 
out,  production  at  once  jumped  to 
enormous  jirojjortions,  and  the  necessity 
for  establisliing  stations  in  remote  parts 
of  the  world  called  for  rapid  construction, 
equi]3ment  of  all  kinds  in  cjuantities  and 
transportation  facilities.  These  prol)lenis 
required  administrative  ability  of  a  high 
order,  and  the  success  of  the  operations 
is  largely  due  to  the  officials  who  admin- 
istered the  affairs  of  the  naval  air  service. 
Captain  Noble  E.  Irwin,  U.  S.  N.,  was 
early  in  the  war  detailed  as  Director  of 
Naval  Aviation,  and  Supervisor  of  the 
Naval  Reserve  Flying  Corps,  imder  the 
Chief  of  Operations  at  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment. Both  Secretary  Daniels  and 
Assistant  Secretary  Roosevelt  gave  their 
heartiest  support  to  the  air  service,  and 
allowed  the  director  practically  a  free 
hand  to  carry  out  his  camiiaign.  As- 
sociated with  Captain  Irwin  were  the 
pioneers  of  naval  aviation:  Capt.  H.  C.

L.  Smith  of  the  Marine  ('(>r])s,  and  other 
young  enthusiasts  who  had  demonstrated 
their  ability  in  the  ])rofession  of  living. 
The  naval  aviation  forces  in  Kurojie  were 
under  the  command  of  ("apt. T.T.Craven, 
who  after  the  deniohili/.ation  succeeded 
Captain  Irwin  as  Director  of  Naval  .Avia- 
tion at  the  de])artment.  The  air  service 
afloat  was  luider  Ca|)t.  Hutch  I.  Cone, 
aide  for  aviation  on  Vice-Admiral  Sims' 
staff.  Captain  Cone  was  seriously  in- 
jured when  the  IJritisli  steamer  Leinsler 
was  torpedoed  on  October  10,  1018.  while 
returning  from  an  inspection  trip  of  the 
naval  air  stations  in  Ireland,  but  later 
resumed  active  duty. 

At  the  Navy  Department,  the  work  of 
the  aviation  service  wa.s  divided  among  a 
!iumi;er  of  bureaus,  all  of  which  cooperat- 
ed to  the  fullest  extent.  The  activities 
of  the  service  were  under  the  Office  of 
()])erations:  the  jiersonncl,  officers  and 
men,  was  supplied  in  sufficient  number  by 


the  recruiting  dixision  of  the  Hureau  of 
Navigation;  the  Bureau  of  Steam  Kngi- 
neering  furni.shed  motors  and  radio  e(|ui|)- 
ment;  the  Bureau  of  Construction  ami 
Rei)air  the  hulls  and  wings  of  tile  planes; 
the  Bureau  of  Ordnance  the  nuichines, 
guns,  bombs  and  other  armament;  the 
Bureau  of  Yards  and  Docks  conducted  tlie 
building  operations  at  the  many  stations 
throughout  the  world  and  furnished  the 
motor  transportation;  the  Bureau  of 
Medicine  and  Surgery  sujjplied  tiainc<i 
per.sonnel  of  the  medical  and  Iios])itaI 
cori)s,  conducted  the  special  examinations 
reipiired  for  aviators  and  looked  after 
the  physical  welfare  of  the  air  forces  at 
home  and  abroad;  the  Bureau  of  Supplies 
and  Accounts  brought  to  bear  its  n:agnifi- 
cent  ])urchasing  and  su])i)iy  organiza- 
tions in  keeping  a  constant  stream  of 
material,  provisions  and  ec|uipnient,  be- 
.sides  paying  and  feeding  the  men  wjicr- 
ever  they  were  serving.  The  head- 
quarters of  the  Marine  Corps  su|)i)lied 
both  marine  personnel  and  material  for 
the  o])erations  in  \\Iiich  both  scr\ices 
participated.

DEVELOPMENT  BEGAN  WITH  THE  WAR 

From  this  review  of  pre-war  conditions, 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  naval  aviation 
corps  was  almost  wholly  developed  after 
America  began  hostilities.  Despite  the 
lack  of  pre])aredness  for  war,  however,  it 
is  a  source  of  pride  to  all  members  of  the 
corps  that  the  first  orf,'anized  American 
fighting  force  to  land  in  France  was  a 
detail  of  naval  aviators.  This  advance 
guard,  under  Commander  Kenneth  Whit- 
ing, arrived  at  Bordeaux  on  June  (>,  1!)17, 
just  two  niontlis  to  the  day  after  war  was 
declared,  and  consisted  of  trained  and 
student  aviators  selected  at  the  retjuest 
of  the  French  Navy  to  assist  in  combat- 
ing the  Hun  .submarines  which  were 
working  havoc  along  the  French  coast. 

At  the  very  outset  a  board  of  officers 
was  sent  abroad  to  study  foreign  types 
of  machines,  and  returned  with  some 
startling  facts  concerning  the  submarine 
menace,  which  had  assumed  proportions 
much  uglier  than  was  at  that  time  fully 
appreciated  in  this  country.  It  became 
apparent   at   once   that   not   only   must 


America  send  over  aircraft  of  a  far 
sn])erior  type  to  any  which  the  Navy  had, 
but  they  must  be  shipped  across  in  ciuan- 
tities  that  astounded  the  authorities. 
After  a  conference  in  which  theories  and 
preconceived  plans  were  ruthlessly  tram- 
pled down,  a  definite  ])rogram  of  ty])es 
was  agreed  upon,  which  when  once 
adopted,  was  scrupulously  followed 
througliout  the  war,  regardless  of  all 
doubts  and  criticism.  As  a  consequence 
of  the  faithful  adherence  to  the  program, 
an  uninterrupted  ])roduction  was  accom- 
plished with  no  lo.ss  of  material  which  had 
to  be  scrapped,  and  what  was  still  more 
vital,  with  no  loss  of  time.  The  per- 
formance of  the  aircraft  in  actual  service 
amply  vindicated  the  selection  of  the 
types.  In  a  marvelously  short  time  the 
Navy  had  emljarked  upon  an  aviation 
program,  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic, 
on  a  scale  which  astoni.shed  all  who  were 
cognizant  of  its  development. 

No  less  remarkable  was  the  growth  of 
the  personnel.  From  the  handful  of 
aviators  who  had  conducted  the  experi-

mental   work   at    Pensacola,   there   grew     eoj)per.smiths    .who    ooiih 

ahiiost  overnight  a  corps  of  officer.s  and 

men  and  a  system  of  training  tliat  soon 

met  the  demands  whicii  were  made  upon 

it.     Men   from  every   walk  of  life   were 

gathered  into   the  aviation  .service,  and 

there    was    no    lack    of    recrnit-material 

from    the   ontset;   on    the   contrary,    the 

difficulty  lay  in  taking  care  of  the  large 

force  and  in  providing  adecpiate  training 

facilities.     These  were  soon  forthcoming, 

and    within    a    few    months    a    .series    of 

schools  had   been  estahlislied   and   com- 

mi.s.sioned.  where  special  instrnction  was 

imparted.     Trade    schools    were    opened

welding,  boatswain's  males  who  were 
ai'rial  |)hotographers,  carpenters  mates 
who  could  liuild  and  rci)air  wings,  and 
gunner's  mates  who  could  o|)cratc  a 
nuKJiine  gun  from  airc:raft.  All  these 
men  were  given  an  intensive  course,  the 
best  tpialified  sent  to  finisliing  schools, 
and  then  distributed  to  the  various  sta- 
tions at  home  and  abroad  for  actual 
experience.  Officers  were  specially  trained 
not  only  in  flying,  but  in  bombing,  navi- 
gation, gunnery,  radio,  aerogra])hy,  in- 
ternal combustion  engines  and  for  execu- 
tive duties.     Manv  technical  and  nnuni- 


all  over  the  country,  and  new  aerial  facturing  experts  were  enrolled  as  officers 
ratings  were  improvised  to  provide  for  and  immediately  sent  abroad  to  install 
the  tliversified  mechanical  duties  which 
were  recpiired.  No  time  could  be  sjwnt 
in  obtaining  new  legislation;  and  des])ite 
the  arbitrary  table  of  .seagoing  ratings 
which  had  been  rigidly  fixed  for  the  Navy 
years  before  by  law,  the  aviation  cori)s 
soon  built  uj)  a  large  force  of  aerial 
machinists  skilled  in  gas  engines,  quarter- 
masters who  were  expert  pigeon  keepers, 


and  o])erate  machinery  and  e(iuii)ment  at 

assembly  and  rcjiaii'  bases.

Principal  among  the  schools  conducted 
in  the  United  States  was  that  at  the  Mass- 
achu.setts  Institute  of  Technology-,  offi- 
cially designated  as  the  U.  S.  Naval 
Aviation     Detachment.        This     school 
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Parade  Grounds,  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology.

was  opened  in  July,  1917,  with  forty- 
three  students,  all  possessing  a  teehnieal 
education.  The  first  commanding  officer 
was  Lieut.  E.  H.  McKittrick  of  the  regu- 
lar navy.  The  plan  of  instruction  called 
for  a  highly  intensive  cour.se  of  eight 
weeks,  with  a  class  graduating  every  two 
weeks.  Later  two  weeks  were  added  to 
the  course.  Instruction  was  imparted 
by  the  faculty  of  the  Institute,  which  also 
turned  over  the  necessary  buildings  and 
equipment  for  the  school.  Later,  Walker 
Memorial  Building  was  assigned  to  the 
naval  detachment 
for  use  as  quarters 
and  a  cafeteria.  On 
December  31,  1917, 
Lieut.  Comdr.  R. 
W.  Cabaniss,  U.  S. 
Navy,  relieved 
Lieutenant  McKit- 
trick in  command, 
and  in  the  following 
March  the  building 
at  84  Massachusetts 
Avenue  was  acquir- 
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ed  for  u.sc  as  a  receiving  ship,  with 
Lieut,  (j.g.)  S.  W.  Sargent,  USNRF,  in 
command.  At  the  receiving  ship  all 
men  who  reported  from  otlier  stations  for 
training  were  held  for  from  two  to  six 
weeks  before  assignment  to  the  main 
.school,  .serving  meanwhile  under  instruc- 
tion. It  was  there  that  the  weeding-out 
process  was  conducted,  no  men  being 
.sent  to  the  school  who  were  not  fully 
qualified,  mentally,  morally  and  phys- 
ically. 

The  discipline  of  the  school  was  kept 
at  all  times  at  a 
high  standard,  and 
the  secret  of  the 
success  of  the  de- 
tachment was  the 
development  of  the 
greatest  degree  of 
energy  within  the 
least  possible  time. 
Many  young  men 
who  could  not  stand 
the  tension  dropped 
out,    which    only 
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stiiiiulatefl  t  li  c  re- 
maiiuler  to  groater 
I'tl'iirt.  Tliere  w  a  s 
no  l('l-u|)  ill  t  li  (■ 
drills  or  tlic  disciplini' 
from  the  date  llic 
sclidoi  (ipciicil  iinlil 
liostiiitii's  ceased.

Great  credit  is  due  Coniniander  ("ahaniss 
for  tlie  success  of  tlie  scliool;  and  the 
pace  which  lie  set,  as  well  as  the  standard 
of  disci|)line  lie  insisted  ui)on  at  all  times, 
was  maintained  under  his  successor. 

Over  '■2()()  coIle<fes  were  represented  in 
tin-  student  hody,  the  greatest  number  of 
iiicu  heiiif,'  from  Cornell,  Yale,  Massa- 
chusetts Institute  of  Technology,  Har- 
vard, I'niversity  of  Pennsylvania,  Prince- 
ton. Dartmouth,  Unixcrsily  of  California, 
1  nix'ersity  of  Michigan  and  Cohnnhia,  in 
the  order  named.  Most  of  them  wcrc 
mcmhcrs  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Force, 
although  not  a  few  came  from  the  regular 
Navy,  the  Marine  Cor])s  and  the  National 
Naval  \'olunteers  (afterwards  made  a 
part  of  the  Naval  Reserve).  Just  hefon- 
the  armistice,  in  Novemher,  sixty  flight 
cadets  of  the  Canadian  Royal  Naval  .\ir 
Service  entered  the  school,  hut  hefore 
they  were  able  to  complete  tlieir  ground 
course  tliey  were  demobili/ed. 

.Vfter  the  school  had  been  in  coinmission 
a  short  time  the  civilian  instructors  of  the 
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I)  o  m  I)  I  n  g,  aero- 
nautical engines, elec- 
tricity, seamanship, 
.signals,  flight  theory 
and  the  Naval  Regu- 
lations. Student 
flight  officers  receiv-

OTHER    SCHOOL.^! 

Students  were  also  sent  to  the  school  at 
Cambridge  after  they  had  (pialified  at 
some  other  school  or  training  station.

Men  who  hail  some  ex|)erience 
in  photography  were  .sent  to  the  works  of 
the  Eastman  Kodak  Company.  Rochester,

The  curriculum  in  the  ground  school 
embraced  aerial  gunnery,  jihotography, 
navigation,  ob.servation  and  aerograjdiy; 


ing  base  and  a  kite  and  balloon  school  at 
the  Naval  Air  Station.  An  aviation  pho- 
tographic school  was  maintained  at 
Miami.  Fla.,  while  at  the  old  air  station 
at  Pensacola  were  schools  for  instrument 
mcclianics,  quartermasters,  carpenters, 
machinists,  aerial  gunners,  bombers, 
radio  operators,  etc. 
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At  the  training  station,  Great  Lakes,  a 
number  of  classes  were  conducted  during 
the  war,  and  shortly  after  the  armistice 
all  the  training  service  for  the  aviation 
force  was  rounded  up  there  under  one 
department. 

At  Dunwoody  Institute,  Minneapolis, 
there  was  a  ground  school  of  the  same 
general  character  as  at  Cambridge  and  in 
addition  the  school  had  the  benefit  of  the 
mechanical  facilities  of  Dunwoody  Insti- 
tute for  instruction  in  a  number  of  arti- 
ficer brandies,  particularly  carpenters, 
machinists,  coppersmiths,  etc. 

A  school  for  the  training  of  men  in  the 
operation  of  the  Liberty  motor  was  con- 
ducted at  tlie  works  of  the  Packard  Motor 
Co.,  Detroit.  At  the  Curtiss  works  in 
Buffalo  was  a  school  for  carpenter's 
mates,  copi<ersmiths,  blacksmiths  and 
aviation  quartermasters. 

On  the  Pacific  coast  were  two  schools, 
one  at  the  Naval  Air  Station,  San  Diego, 
Cal.,  where  machinists  and  quarter- 
masters were  trained,  and  at  Seattle, 
where  there  was  a  gromid  school  for  the 


instruction  of  technically  trained  young 
men,  similar  to  that  we  have  described 
at  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology. 

ST.\TIONS    ABROAD 

From  the  beginning  it  was  realized 
that  the  primary  function  of  the  naval 
aviation  service  was  to  protect  allied 
shipping  and  to  "get"  the  Hun  submarine. 
This  necessitated  the  establishment  of 
stations  all  the  way  from  northern  Ireland 
to  the  southern  toe  of  Italy,  in  the  Azores, 
and  on  our  own  coast  from  Nova  Scotia 
to  the  Canal  Zone.  Locations  were 
selected  because  of  tlieir  strategic  vakie, 
regardless  of  conuiumications  or  conve- 
niences. For  example,  eight  stations 
were  located  on  islands  ofi"  shore,  rctpiir- 
ing  special  water  transportation;  very  few 
were  in  or  near  settled  comnumities, 
hence  they  must  needs  be  altogether 
self-supporting. 

The  work  abroad  was  divided  into  three 
general  classes:  overseas  patrol  of  a 
routine    nature;    emergency    patrols    or 
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respoliilinf;'  to  S.  ().  S.  chills,  mihI  l)()iiil)iii;; 
enemy  bases. 

Seaplanes  of  large  eruisiiifi  radius  and 
airslii])s  were  used  for  routine  |)atrol.  each 
station  heinf;  assigned  a  zone  which  was 
covered  as  thoroughly  as  jjossihle  from 
dawn  until  dark.  The  jiatrol  routes  were 
so  laid  out  tlial  the  greate.st  area  wa.s 
covered  with  the  least  mileage,  each  .sea- 
plaiK'  traversing  courses  definitely  set 
forth  in  Ihc  piliit'>  (ligiil  instructions. 
They  were  armed  with  lioinl)s  of  'i.'iO  or 
500  ])ounds  and  with  macliine  guns  for 
use  against  a  submarine  on  the  surface  or 
against  hostile  aircraft,  'i'he  |)lanes  coidd 
cruise  from  four  to  nine  hours,  depending 
on  the  nature  of  the  jiatrol,  while  the  air- 
ships could  remain  out  for  forty  hours  or 
more.  'I'o  give  an  idea  of  the  operations 
of  a  single  air  station,  a  flying  s(|uadron  or 
patrol  frequently  covered  from  10,000  to 
l.),0()0  nautical  miles  in  the  course  of  a 
week.  In  one  day  tlic  patrol  s(|uadron 
attached  to  one  station  put  in  fifty-four 
hours  and  twenty-six  minutes  flying 
time,  covering  a  distance  of  "2,8"27  nautical 


niilo.  and  l)y  cstaliiisliing  re-fueiling 
depots  this  station  was  ahlo  to  send  out 
])atrols  each  covering  400  miles,  and  ex- 
tending 11'2  miles  north,  Vli>  miles  south 
atid  1 1.)  miles  out  to  .sea  from  the  station. 
That  these  seai)lanes  were  built  for 
diM'ability  is  illustrated  by  the  exjierience 
of  an  U.S.  ty])e  in  October,  1018,  which 
sustained  itself  for  twenty-four  hours  after 
an  enforced  landing  on  the  water,  in  spite 
of  a  ,)0-knot  gale  an<l  seas  niounting  c>v<'r 
■•20  feel   high. 

THE  EMEROENCY  P.\T1{()I. 
Tlic  emergency  or  S.  ().  S.  palrol  was 
made  oidy  when  an  enemy  submarine 
was  re|)orted  wiliiin  the  zone  coxered  by 
the  station,  a  hmited  number  of  seaplanes 
l)eing  held  in  reser\c  for  that  contingeiuy. 
Success  de|)ended  upon  the  rapidity  with 
which  jilanes,  fully  ef|ui|)ped,  could  be 
gotten  away,  with  com])lete  instructions 
as  to  the  sui)posed  location  of  the  sub- 
marine. On  a  surpri.se  insi)ection,  the 
longest  time  re(|uired  to  get  out  orders,

tions,  was  seven  minutes,  an  illustration 
of  the  rapidity  with  which  seaplanes  can 
be   operated   as   compared  with   surface 
craft.     i\.s  a  result  of  the  vigilance  of  these 
patrols,  the  German  submarines  late  m 
the  winter  of  1918  began  to  avoid  the 
areas  embraced  in   aircraft  patrol,   and 
extended  their  operations  much  farther 
out  to  sea,  which  greatly  diminished  their 
chances  of  destroying  ships,  but  with  the 
advantage  that  if  they  located  an  unes- 
corted  shi]x   the   greater   distance   from 
protection  rendered  it  more  probable  that 
the   sulmiarines  would  accomplish  their 
work  of  destruction  before  destroyers  or 
other    vessels    from    allied    bases    could 
render  assistance. 

BOMBING    ENEMY   BASES 

This  development  led  to  the  campaign 
against  the  enemy's  submarine  bases. 
Six  squadrons  of  land  bombing  airplanes 
for  daylight,  and  six  similar  squadrons  for 
night  bombing  were  organized  under  the 
name  of  the  Naval  Northern  Bombing 
Group.     The  personnel  of  the  organiza- 
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tion  was  part  naval  and  part  marine,  and 
was  combined  with  the  air  forces  of  the 
British  to  bomb  the  German  submarine 
bases  at  Zeebrugge,  Bruges  and  Ostend. 
The  day  bombing  squadrons  were  gen- 
erally composed  of  marines  and  the  night 
squadrons    of    naval     aviators.      Army 
land  machines  were  used  because  they 
were  speedier  and  could  carry  more  bombs 
than  the  seaplanes;  and  for  the  further 
reason  that  the  German  bases  and  sub- 
marine   docks    were    along    the    Belgian 
canals,    where    seaplanes    could    not    be 
operated     as     advantageously    as    land 
machines.     At  first  the  field  was  located 
at  Calais,  but  the  Germans  soon  found  it 
and  bombarded  it  both  from  the  air  and 
from  their  long  range  guns,  and  it  was 
decided  in  the  summer  of  1918  to  split 
the  squadrons  up  into  several  stations 
which    were    located    at    Antingues,    St. 
Ingleverte,  Oye,  Campagne,  and   Calais, 
all  incorporated  with  the  big  station  at 
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Dunkerquc.  The  Germans  bombed  the 
stations  7.)()  tinu's  from  tlic  air,  and  with 
the  long  raiifio  guns  .)()()  times.  Dunkennic 
itself  was  under  almost  continuons  honi- 
bardment  for  a  year  immediately  pre- 
ceding; the  arniistiee.  The  duiiouts  ;i| 
Dunker(|ue  were  exeeedingly  impnlar 
during  the  enemy  raids,  which 
were  of  almost  nightly  occur- 
rence. During  one  night  I  lie 
Huns  droi)i)ed  ii'iO  bondis. 
varying  from  (iOO  ])ounders  to 
■-ZO-pound  pit-s(|ueaks,  on  the 
Dunkercpie  station  and  its  im- 
mediate vicinity.  The  dugouts 
were  15  feet  uiulerground  and 
protected  with  corrugated  sheet 
iron,  .sand,  cement  and  cobble- 
stones. The  j)er.sonnel  was  so 
distributed  that  a  direct  hit  on 
a  dugout  would  not  have  killed 
more  than  fifty  men.  Never- 
theless, the  constant  bombard- 
ment got  on  their  nerves  at 
times. 

A  1  t  h  o  u  g  h  the  Northern 
Bombing  Group  had  only  gotten 
into  full  oi)eration  when  hostil- 
ities cea.sed,  nevertheless  the 
group  accomplished  much  effec- 
tive work,  and  was  in  position 
to  do  the  enemy  a  great  deal 
of  damage  if  the  war  had  con- 
tinued. 

Bombing  oi)erations  v.crc  also 
conducted  extensively  l)y  tlie 
American  na\al  axiators  i  n 
Italy,  of  w  iiicji  more  will  be  said 
later. 

These  were  the  |)rimary  func- 
tions performed  by  naval  avia- 
tors— overseas  patrol,  respon.se 
to  einergency  calls,  and  bomb- 
ing enemy  ba.ses.  Secondary  duties  con- 
sisted of  the  e.scort  of  convoys,  which 
was  of  no  mean  imi)ortance,  and,  parti- 
cularly in  the  latter  part  of  the  war, 
spotting  and  reconnaisance  duty  with  the 
battle  fleet.  To  this  end  several  of  the 
American  battleships  were  er(Tn']>])ed  with 


fast    planes    for    this    work.      Had    the 
German  fleet  come  out  and  given    battle 
there    is     no   doubt    that     these   aviators 
wciiild   lia\e  rendered  a  good  account   of 
Ihemsehes     and    jjrovcn    an    invaluable 
part  of  the  fleet  not  only  in  scouting   but 
in   actual   engagement    with    tiic   enemy.

Principal  among  the  stations 
in   England  was  that  at  Killing- 
holme,  a  small  town  hjcaled  on 
the    east    coast.      This    incon- 
s])icuous  little  place  had  nothing 
to  recommend  it  as  a  residential 
center,  and  before  the  war  was 
known    oidy    by    the    fact    that 
oil  tanks  had  been   constructed 
on    the   beach,   and   oil-burning 
coastwise  ves.sels   sto|)ped  there 
.         occasionally     to   replenish  their 
^^k       supply  of  fuel  oil.     Killingholme, 
'^T       however,   pos.sessed   a    strategic 
■,        value  as    an    air    station,    and 
was  early  utilized  by  the  Royal 
Air    Force    which    stationed    a 
squadron  there,  later  so  greatly 
augmented  that  iiy  the  summer 
of   1917  it   had   bccon.c   one  of 
the  leading  air  stations  in  (ireat 
Britain.     Wlu-n   a    British     and 
American    joint    board    decided 
that     the    I'nitcd    States    would 
cooperate     in     palrolliim     the 
North    Sea.     Killinglioln:c    was 
made  an   all-.\nierican    station. 
In  December.  1!)17,  (dmniander 
Whiting,     who     was     then     in 
Euro])e.   was  ordered  home  for 
the  purpo.se  of    organizing  the 
necessary    per.sonnel    and    to   obtain   the 
e(|uii)nient    to   o})erate    it    by    the   Navy. 
Men  and  material  were  dis])al(Iie(l  from 
time  to  time,  but  it  was  not  until  May, 
1!)1S,  that  the  big  colWcr  Jaxoii  left  New 
York  with  a  large  force  of  men,  a  cargo  of 
snitjilies,    and    the    first    .\nierican    .sea- 
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Air  Station,  Killingholme,   England, 
U.  S.  Forces,  Jily  H). 

I)lanes  to  be  sent  to  Europe.  She  arrived 
on  June  1,  when  the  necessary  additional 
buiklings  to  house  the  men  and  accom- 
modate the  |)hines  were  promptly  erected, 
and  ste|)s  were  taken  to  reheve  tiie  British 
forces  at  the  station.  The  work  pro- 
gressed so  rapidly  that  on  July  20,  Com- 
mander AVhiting  relieved  Wing  Com- 
mander Bowhill,  RNAS,  who  had  served 
with  great  distinction  in  the  war,  espe- 
cially in  command  of  the  Royal  Air  Force 
in  ]Meso]jotaniia,  where  he  su])])lied  food 
hy  airplane  to  Cieneral  Townshends  he- 
sieg<'(l  army. 

Killingliolme  had  meanwhile  become 
the  center  of  great  ship])ing  activities; 
convoys  were  constantly  passing  up  and 
down  the  coast;  it  was  within  striking 
distance  of  the  lines  of  submarine  travel; 
and,  moreover,  it  was  in  the  ])ath  usually 
taken  by  Zep])elins  in  their  raids  on  the 
English  coast.  By  pushing  the  patrols 
out  on  .somewhat  extended  flights,  great 
assistance  could  he  rendered  to  fleet 
maneuvers  and  observations  from  this 
base.

Some  of  the  e.xploits  of  the  Killini;holme 
flyers  will  he  mentioned  hrielly.  I'ilots 
Schietfelin  and  Cutler  in  a  lar^e  .seaplane 
on  July  19  sighted  a  submarine  eruising 
on  the  surface  '25  miles  from  AVhithy. 
They  dropped  a  homh,  which  fell  '.'((  feet 
from  the  center  of  the  suhmarine.

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On  June  13  a  seaplane,  with  Lieutenant 
Cleeve  of  the  Royal  Air  Force  as  first 
pilot  and  Ensign  Allen,  USNRF,  second 
pilot,  sighted  a  submarine's  wake.  They 
immediately  dropped  two  bombs  in  the 
line  of  the  wake,  whereupon  oil  and 
wreckage  came  to  the  surface,  but  the 
submarine  continued  its  course.  De- 
stro^'ers  were  signalled,  and  depth  bombs 
brought  more  oil  and  wreckage  to  view. 
The  submarine  was  not  again  sighted. 

On  July  9  Ensigns  Scliieffelin  and 
Staub,  first  and  second  pilots,  both 
USNRF,  with  Wireless  Operator  Roll- 
hause  and  Machinist's  ]Mate  Bernstein, 
sighted  an  oil  patch  while  flying  at  2.000 
feet  altitude,  and  new  oil  was  constantly 
a]>pearing,  indicating  the  presence  of  a 
submarine  nearby.  Two  bombs  were 
dropped,  one  scoring  a  direct  hit,  and  the 
other  very  close.  Destroyers  were  sig- 
nalled, and  upon  their  arrival  dro])])ed 
several  depth  charges,  when  bul)l)les 
rose  to  the  surface,  and  the  oil  patch 
widened  to  more  than  twice  its  former 
size.      According  to   the  records  of  the 


British  Admiralty  this  submarine  is 
classified  as  "seriously  damaged." 

On  June  8,  while  the  station  was  still 
under  joint  control,  pilots  Captain  Mun- 
day  of  the  British  air  service  and  Ensign 
Rumill,  USN,  sighted  a  peri.scope  15 
miles  east  of  Spurn.  The  periscope  disap- 
peared immediately  and  the  plane  upon 
arriving  at  the  position  noticed  a  dis- 
turbance of  the  water,  as  if  the  submarine 
were  lying  on  the  bottom,  and  bubbles 
were  seen  to  rise.  Two  bombs  were 
dropped,  whereupon  more  bid)bles  as 
well  as  oil  came  to  the  surface.  No 
further  results  were  ob.served,  but  owing 
to  lack  of  fuel  the  seaplane  was  conii)elled 
to  put  back  to  the  base. 

On  the  occasion  of  a  distressing  acci- 
dent when  two  flyers  were  killed  and 
a  third  .seriously  injured  as  a  result  of 
their  .seaplane  crashing  into  Humtier 
River,  a  gallant  attempt  was  made  to 
save  the  victims.  Seaplane  4067  was 
starting  for  Dundee  on  October  '•28,  1918, 
with  Ensigns  Benjamin  Lee  and  J.  Gar- 
rison, both  NRF..  as  pilots,  and  R.  G. 
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Camp  Borden,  Canada. 
For  a  short  time  Naval  Aviators  were  trained  here. 
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Fisher,  machinist's  mate,  •id  chiss,  wlieii 
tlie  seaplane  crashed  into  tlie  lliinilier 
River.  Lieut.  R.  H.  MeCaiin  and  En- 
sign G.  S.  Hodges  dove  overl)oard  from 
a  rescue  launcli,  under  the  burning 
wreckage  in  their  endeavor  to  save  the 
lives  of  the  flyers.  Hodges  brought 
Garrison  unconscious  through  the  l)urn- 
ing  wreckage  to  the  rescue  boat,  keeping 
him  under  water  intermittently  and  with 
his  own  person  protecting  the  unconscious 
officer  from  the  flames.  In  his  rescue 
Ilodges  himself  was  severely  burned,  antl 
it  was  solely  due  to  tlie  heroic  rescue  work 
that  Garrison  was  not  lost.  Both  Lee  and 
Fisher  were  drowned. 

Other  naval  air  stations  in  the  15rili>li 
Isles  were  maintained  at  Feli.Kstowe, 
Wexford,  Queenstown,  Lough  Foyle, 
Whiddy  Islanil,  besides  the  assembly  and 
repair  base  at  Eastleigh,  70  miles  south- 
west of  London,  which  was  estal)lished 
for  the  purpose  of  serving  the  entire 
Northern  Bombing  Group,  acting  in 
conjunction  with  the  delivery  and  dis- 
tribution at  St.  InglcNcrte.  France,  which 
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Rescue  bt  British  Destroyer.

from  Calais. 

In  the  early  summer  of  1918,  the  Huns 
were  very  active  in  this  western  front  and 
grave  alarm  was  felt  that  tlie  enemy 
might  break  through  to  tiie  channel  i)orts 
and  overrun  the  country  adjacent  to 
Calais,  in  which  section  the  original  plans 
were  to  establish  the  reiiair  and  assembly 
base.  It  was  deemed  urgently  neces.sary 
to  seek  another  location  more  protcctetl 
from  bonil)ardment  and  possible  cajiture, 
and  where  mechanics  could  turn  out  the 
planes  and  assemble  parts  without  inter- 
ference, yet  accessible  to  the  jjatrols  and 
air  stations  of  France  and  Fngland.  The 
British  had  jjartly  (■omplcted  an  "ac- 
ceptance base"  at  Eastleigh,  which  the 
Air  Ministry  offered  to  the  l.  S.  Xavy. 
The  offer  was  accepted,  and  the  station 
was  taken  over  in  July,  1018,  completed 
in  record  time,  and  for  the  remaining 
months  of  the  war  this  base  rendered 
efficient  .service  to  the  American  naval 
air  .service  in  supplying  equipment  as 
needed. 
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i>  STATIONS   IN    FRANCE 

Tlie  first  naval  air  station  to  be  es- 
tahlislied  in  France  was  Dnnkercjue,  near 
the  Belgian  line  on  the  Strait  of  Dover, 
and  close  to  the  front.  Construction  was 
undertaken  by  the  French  authorities, 
which  was  exi^ected  to  be  completed  by 
September,  1917.  October  came,  and  it 
was  still  but  SO  per  cent  done,  when  a  de- 
tachment of  fifty  Americans  was  detailed 
to  push  the  work.  In  November,  100  more 
bluejackets  were  sent  to  Dunkertiue  and 
every   eti'ort   was   made   to  expedite   the 
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coast,  but  an  occasional  offensive  patrol 
was  made  with  the  Hanriot  single  sealers, 
the  usual  plan  being  to  send  out  two  or 
three  DD  flying  boats  equipped  with 
two  130-j3ound  bombs,  accompanied  by  a 
flight  of  five  Hanriots  as  protection  from 
enemy  craft.  The  DD"s  carried  a  gunner 
forward  and  aft,  but  still  were  not  con- 
sidered self-protecting  and  were,  more- 
over, slow  and  unwieldy.  Great  trouble 
was  experienced  with  equipment,  es- 
jjecially  the  flying  boats'  power  plants, 
which    caused    a    large    percentage    of

At  one  tin:e  a  British  night  bombing 
s(|uadron  was  tiriven  from  its  airdrome 
and  the  airdroir.e  conii)letely  wrecked  by 
an  enemy  night  raid.  To  permit  the 
British  to  continue  their  night  bombing 
ojierations,  the  re])airs  imist  lie  made 
immediately,  and  with  the  assistance  of 
the  .American  force  the  airdron:e  was 
put  in  shape,  and  by  evening  the  British 
were  again  able  to  operate. 

\l  another  time  the  British  were  driven 
from  their  airdrome,  and  the  .Vmericaii 
contingent    erected    new    barracks    and 
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br<'ak  in  tlu'  CTicmy  s  resistance,  he  was 
sa\cd.  and  after  the  armistice  obtained 
his  release.

Another  i)ilot 
the  men  was  at  all  times  most  admirable,      found  himself  well  inland  on  coming  out 
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.severe,  and  resulting  in  much  damage  to 
the  station,  liul  fortunately  without 
casualties.  The  almost  continuous  night 
bombing  as  well  as  bombardment  by  long- 
range  guns  made    living   conditions    very 
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of  the  fog;  seeing  troops  below,  he  de- 
scended to  see  whether  tliey  were  Huns 
or  allies.  He  found  them  to  be  Belgians 
and  he  landed  safely  on  a  convenient 
marsh.  To  his  suri)rise  he  learned  that 
he  was  directly  back  of  Dixmude,  and  by 
skillful  maneuvering  he  managed  to  get 
out  of  the  marsh  and  proceeded  safely 
over  the  treetops  back  to  Dunkerque. 

No  American  seaplanes  were  e\'er  used 
at  this  station.  The  reasons  were  that 
the  harbor  was  extremely  narrow,  and 
all  the  American  seajilanes  which  were 
provided  were  too  large  for  use  at  Dun- 
kerque. Furthermore,  there  were  no 
American  seaplanes  suitable  for  opera- 
tions in  direct  contact  with  the  enemy 
such  as  were  required  at  Dunkercpie. 

During  the  summer  this  station  was 
exceedingly  active,  and  rentlered  notable 
service  in  practically  eliminating  the 
submarine  menace  along  the  French 
coast.  On  August  hi.  a  squadron  sighted 
a  Hun  submarine  and  released  eight 
bombs,  one  of  which  scored  a  direct  hit. 
The  submarine  rolled  slowly  to  star- 
board,   lying    liottom    upwards    for   five 


minutes,  when  she  gradually  sank.  The 
other  seven  boml)s  exjiloded  close  along- 
side the  hull.  After  dropping  the  bombs 
the  .seaplanes  circled  around,  firing  500 
rounds  of  ammunition  into  the  hull  luitil 
she  sank  bodily. 

Three  days  later  an  airplane  squadron 
sighted  a  sulimarine  oft'  Ostend,  which 
submerged  before  the  ])atrol  arrived,  and 
no  trace  could  be  found.  Tln-ee  liombs 
were  drop])ed,  two  of  which  exploded 
20  yards  astern  of  the  sus]3ected  position, 
but  no  further  trace  of  the  submarine 
was  found  than  the  appearance  of  two 
oil  ])atches. 

During  the  summer  and  fall  the  enemy 
works  at  Ostend,  Zeebrugge,  Brugeoise, 
Bruges  docks  and  canal  and  airdomes  at 
Ghisbelles  and  Marialter  were  frequently 
bombed  by  airmen  from  Dunkerque,  in- 
flicting serious  damage.

They  had 
many  anxious  moments  when  it  was 
feared  the  craft  would  roll  over.  They 
passed  a  mighty  uncomfortable  night 
and  were  growing  very  weak  from  lack 
of  food  or  water.  The  morning  of  the 
third  day  found  them  in  a  still  more  pre- 
carious condition,  with  the  wing  getting 
near  the  boat  as  it  crumpled.  They  Jiad 
to  bail  constantly  and  stay  out  on  the 
wing  ti|).  As  the  waves  came  over  they 
felt  they  were  going  steadily  lower.  They 
finally  decided  to  cast  off  the  wing  and 
tried  to  get  the  other  wing  off.  but  they 
wore  too  weak  to  loosen  the  nuts.     Tliev 


were  gradually  sinking  on  the  starboard 
side  and  all  staying  to  the  portside  to 
kec])  lier  righted.  They  saw  their  only 
ho])e  was  to  cast  off  the  wing,  and  were 
about  to  give  up  hope,  when  Wilkinson 
gave  a  yell  that  he  had  sighted  something. 
At  first  tliey  thought  it  was  a  submarine, 
and  their  only  hope  was  that  it  would 
blow  them  up  and  end  it  all.  It  proved, 
however,  to  be  a  French  destroyer  which 
was  one  of  the  many  vessels  and  aircraft 
that  were  searching  for  the  missing  plane.

C00PER.\T10N    WITH    FRENCH 

Throughout  the  American  activities, 
there  was  hearty  cooperation  with  the 
French  Air  Service,  although  for  the  first 
few  months  the  French  were  .sorely 
ha!idicap])ed,  due  to  their  own  pressing 
needs,  in  su])i)lying  motors  and  acces- 
sories.    This     cordial     teamwork     dates 
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from  the  mcinorahlc  visit  of  Miirshal 
Jofl'ii-  and  liis  mission  to  Wasiiiiigton  in 
Ai)ril.  1!)I7.  Among  the  ro((uosts  made 
ii])()ii  tlic  American  authorities  was  tiie 
(iisi)atcli  of  sea])hine  jjilots  to  France  to 
assist  ill  an  aerial  submarine  ])atrol.  1  lie 
French  admiral  of  the  mission  was  in- 
formed that  American  a\ialors  were  not 
availal)le,  as  the  output  of  American 
planes  had  already  been  sent  to  Furo|ie, 
leasinii  hiil  a  small  number  at  home  for 
trainiiit;  purposes,  but  that  while  we  were 
sorely  lacking  in  trained  axiators  we  had 
a  ])lentiful  supply  of  stu<lent  a\iatr)rs. 
Accordingly,  il  was  agreed  thai  the  iiisl 
detachment  of  student  aviators  and  stu- 
dent mechanics  should  be  sent  over  im- 
mediatel.v,  the  French  admiral  explaining 
that  there  were  many  schools  and  abun- 
tlaut  facilities  for  training.  V.  S.  Naxal 
Aeronautic  Detachment  No.  1  was 
(piickly  organized,  eomj)rising  fift,v  stu- 
dent aviators,  tift.v  student  mechanics  and 
twenty-two  men  of  the  ratings  of  yeomen, 
cooks,  bakers,  hospital  cor|)snien,  mess- 
men,  etc.      In  the  delachn;ent  were  spyen 
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officers  of  whom  four  were  naval  pilots, 
two  suppl,v  officers  and  a  doctor. 

With  this  force  went  about  ,50  tons  of 
stores,  provisions,  clothing,  canteen  su))- 
plies,  aviators"  necessities,  g.-dley  and 
mess  gear,  tents,  lumber,  tools,  hardware 
and  whatever  was  re(|uired  to  nuike  a 
camp  habitable.  The  detachment  and 
material  were  .sent  \ia  two  colliers,  the 
Jupiter,  which  lauded  at  Hordeaux  Juih' 
(I,  and  the  Xrptiiiic.  which  arrived  at  SI. 
Na/.aire  on  June  S.  I'pon  arrival  il 
developed  that  the  French  authorities 
were  <)uite  unaware  of  tlu'ir  coming,  or  of 
the  jiurpose  for  which  lliey  had  been  .sent, 
and  hen<-e  no  arrangeu'cnts  had  been 
made  for  their  acconnrodatioii  or  train- 
ing. .Vfter  several  conferences  with  the 
French  ministry  and  the  V .  S.  Naval 
attache  in  Paris,  it  was  decided  to  send 
the  student  aviators  to  Tours,  and  the 
student  mechanics  to  St.  Hajihael  for 
training.  It  was  further  agreed  that  the 
detachment  should  work  under  American 
oHicers  conunaiKled  by  Americans,  anfl 
manned  entirel,\'  by  .\n:erican  personnel. 
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rather  than  to  try  to  infiltrate  American 
jjersonne!  into  French  stations.  The 
cietachment  furnished  a  basis  for  opera- 
tion of  three  stations,  500  additional 
Americans  being  needed  to  man  them, 
jierforming  such  duties  as  boatmen, 
truck  drivers,  chauffeurs,  waders,  yeo- 
men, hospital  corpsmen,  cooks,  bakers, 
stewards,  messmen,  etc.,  liased  upon  the 
French  organization  plan  of  about  "200 
men  to  a  station  of  sixteen  flying  boats. 

The    French    inidertook    to    erect    the 
three  stations  at  points  to  be  mutually 


in  bombing  and  in  aerial  gunnery.  This 
plan,  together  with  the  proposal  of  the 
French  to  establish  three  seaplane  sta- 
tions and  one  school,  was  submitted  to 
Washington  for  approval;  and  on  June 
21,  1917,  the  training  was  actually  started 
at  Tours  and  at  St.  Raphael.  Dun- 
kerque  was  selected  as  the  first  American 
station,  becau.se  of  its  proximity  to  the 
German  lines,  and  because  of  its  great 
importance  in  preventing  the  coming  and 
going  of  submarines  from  the  German 
bases    in    Belgium.     It    was    esjiecially

agieed  upon,  to  be  reimbursetl  by  tlie 
U.  S.  Navy.  It  developed,  however, 
that  while  the  ground  training  and  pre- 
liminary instruction  in  flying  at  land 
stations  were  to  lie  handled  by  tlie  Frencli, 
the  subsequent  training  in  flying  boats, 
bombing  and  aerial  gunnery  could  not 
well  be  undertaken  by  the  French, 
because  of  crowded  conditions  at  their 
schools.  The  French  thereupon  pro- 
posed that  the  U.  S.  Navy  establish  a 
school  for  the  finishing  training  of  student 
aviators  in  French  flying  boats,  as  well  as 


desired  that  the  United  States  should 
actively  engage  in  oft'ensive  operations 
with  the  Allies  as  soon  as  possible.  Dun- 
ker(|ue  offered  this  opportunity,  and  the 
only  suitable  location  for  a  seaplane  base, 
where  it  was  hoped  our  aerial  patrols 
woxdd  come  in  contact  with  the  aircraft 
of  the  enemy. 

The  French  were  quick  to  see  the  eflfi- 
cacy  as  well  as  the  sentimental  value  of 
having  the  other  two  bases  located  adja- 
cent to  the  principal  points  of  entry  for 
American  troops  landing  in  France,  and 
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suggested  points  on  tlic  Loin-  and  Gironde 
Rivers,  and  after  a  survey  was  made  of 
the  coast  Le  ("roisic  was  clioseTi  as  tiie  site 
for  the  station,  as  aeriid  j)atrois  could 
operate  for  the  ])roteclioii  of  conxoys 
entering;  the  Loire  River,  and  St.  Trojan 
as  tlie  l)ase  near  the  (lironde  Ri\cr.  Mout- 
cliic  was  chosen  as  tlie  site  for  tlie  school. 
In  the  course  of  sul)se(|uent  conferences 
wilii  liic  French  ^Ministry  of  Marine,  il 
was  de\elo|)ed  that  the  Freiicli  liad  shorf- 
coniiufis  in  both  jiersonTiel  and  material. 
These  were  candidly  admit  led,  since,  due 
to  the  niol)ilizalion  liy  the  army  of  every 
al)le-l)o<lied  Frenchman  and  the  transfer 
to  the  army  early  in  the  war  of  all  Tiaxal 
])ilots,  the  FVench  navy  was  seriously 
emharrassed  in  ohlainiuf;  the  youu^ men 
who  were  mentally,  physically  and  tem- 
peramenlally  (|uali{icd  for  successful  avia- 
to"s;  hut  the  FVench  flying  boats  were 
siiix-ridr  to  anything  that  could  be  found 
at  that  time  in  the  United  States.

while     the     pre- 
liminary training 
of    pilots    would 
be  conducted  in 
the    I'  n  i  t  e  d 
States,  with   the 
finishing      train- 
ing    at      French 
schools  until   such   time  as  the  .\merican 
.schools   should  be  in  o|)eration,  and  that 
the   V.  S.  Navy   would   bring   to  Europe 
the  recpured  quota  of  motors,  automobiles, 
trucks,  and  boats,  bringing  over  as  soon 
as  i)racticable   its  own    construction    ma- 
terial, machine  tools  ami  camp  e(|uipage. 
In  August  it  was  agreed  in  conference 
that   the  production  of  the  English   tyjjc 
iif    Curtiss    bi-motored    flying    boat,    an 
.Vmerican  develo|)ment,  shoidd  be  pushed 
in   the  United  States.     Accordingly,  the 
French  asked  that  the  Navy  undertake 
the   maintenance   of   a    station   at    Brest 
from    which    to    operate    this    seaplane, 
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wliicli  was  larger,  of  greater  radius,  and 
of  more  seaworthy  qualities  than  any 
Frcncli  flying  boats. 

At  the  request  of  the  French,  the  U.  S. 
Naval  Air  Service  constructed  and  oper- 
ated a  station  at  He  Tudy  to  augment 
the  French  station  near  Cape  Pen  March, 
where  the  Huns  were  sinking  a  large 
number  of  vessels.  The  Navy  Depart- 
ment then  proposed  to  construct  seven 
additional  stations  if  the  French  could 
outfit  them  with  flying  lioats.  The 
French  replied  they  could  ecjuip  one 
station  a  month,  beginning  with  October 
and  ending  with  February,  1018,  when  it 
was  expected  that  American  production 
would  be  available  in  Europe. 

The  sending  over  of  set-uj)  seaplanes 
would  nuike  too  great  a  demand  on  the 
tonnage,  and  consequently  the  policy  was 
adopted  of  setting  up,  assembling  and 
testing  the  planes  in  France.  A  base  for 
this  work  was  re(|uired  and  it  was  deter- 
mined to  make  it  a  sujjjjIv  base  as  well. 
A  plot  of  ground  at  I'auillac  had  been 
assigned  as  a  base  for  ])atrol  vessels  of  the 
U.  S.  Navy  in  the  (Jironde  River,  and 
this  site  was  used  for  tiie  new  station. 

By  September  the 
training  of  our 
pilots  and  mechanics 
at  Tours  and  St. 
Ra])hael  was  com- 
pleted, and  the  de- 
tachment was  con- 
solidated at  Mout- 
chic,  small  parties 
being  sent  thence  to 
the  French  seaplane 
schools  at    Hourtin, 
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l(j  the  .school  of  aerial  fire  at  Cazeau  and 
to  the  bombing  school  at  St.  Raphael. 

French  railroads  at  that  time  were 
sorely  overtaxed  and  could  not  lie  relied 
upon  for  the  movement  of  freight  along 
the  coast.  It  was  taking  three  weeks  to 
make  a  shipment  from  Brest  to  Bordeaux, 
less  than  500  miles.  Being  plainly  evi- 
dent that  with  the  advent  of  the  American 
troops  this  situation  would  become  wor.se, 
water  transportation  was  provided  when 
the  French  requisitioned  the  Meckne.s, 
a  steamer  of  800  tons  net  capacity,  and 
the  Bella  of  750  tons  capacity  was  requi- 
sitioned by  the  U.  S.  Shipping  Board. 
Sailing  ves.sels  were  later  chartered,  and 
the  problem  of  the  transportation  and 
distribution  of  stores  l)etween  Brest  and 
I'auillac  and  intermediate  stations  was 
solved. 

By  October  1st,  additional  men  be- 
gan to  arrive  from  the  States.  Pilots 
were  trained  and  they  awaited  only  the 
conii)letion  of  the  stations  and  the 
delivery  of  seaplanes  to  begin  operations. 
Le  Croisic  was  first  to  be  finished,  the 
work  being  jjrincipally  done  by  Oernian 
prisoners  under  the  supervision  of  Com- 
mandant Vaschalde 
of  the  French  .service. 
Dunkerque,  as  we 
have  stated,  was  re- 
tarded, due  to  .shor- 
tage of  French  labor, 
and  was  eventually 
t.iken  over  and  com- 
P  i)letetl  by  the  Ameri- 
^  cans.  St.  Trojan, 
™  similarly,  was  badly 
delayed    by    labor 
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shortage,  ahortive  strikes  and  the  coii- 
Iraetors'  inal)ility  to  jjet  material.  Simi- 
lar conditions  ])revailed  at  Montcliic, 
wliicli  was  completed  willi  llie  aid  of  our 
own  men.  Alter  many  disconrafiing  de- 
lays the  stations  were  finally  commis- 
sioned and  their  influence  was  .soon  felt 
in  the  rajiid  diminntion  of  sinkings  along 
the  French  coast.  Prior  to  the  coming  of 
the  .\inericans,  the  destruction  of  allied 
shii)s  averaged  one  a  day;  within  ten 
months  after  our  patrols  became  active 
only  three  shij)s  were  lost  in  the  luitrol 
area  between  Pen  Marehe  antl  He  l)"Vou, 
;i  !•!)  i)er  cent  reduction  I 

The  harmony  which  in  general  pre- 
^•ailed  between  the  Americans  and  the 
French  was  demonstrated  by  the  friend- 
shijjs  built  uj)  between  our  men  and  the 
natives,  as  well  as  by  the  cooperation 
existing  between  the  air  forces  of  the  two 
countries.  The  ]iersonnel  at  the  Ameri- 
can stations  was  nuich  larger  than  at  the 
French  stations,  due.  of  course,  to  the 
de[)leted  man  jiower  of  France.  This 
larger  complement  of  men  accounted  for 
the  better  liumor,  higher  morale, 
conse(iuently  greater  efficiency  at 
American  air  stations, 
which  was  noticeable 
to  tlie  French  oilicials 
thenisehes. 

In     the     matter 
I'liod.    our    men   fared 
as    well   as    miglit    be 
expected    under    con- 
ditions     wliicli      tlu'iiB^ 
existed    in    France 
Practically    all     non-  •  I'lmn  i\c/ 
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perislijible  I'oodslult's,  were  brought  from 
the  Inited  States.  Fresh  meats.  <-gf.> 
and  \egelal)les  were  olitainable  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  stations,  al  \-ery  high  prices 
it  is  true,  but  not  more  than  the  French 
themselves  i^aid.  In  many  instances 
these  supplies  were  obtaiiM-d  on  I'"rcnch 
commissary  contracts. 

OPER.VTIOXS    l\    ITALY 

The  part  played  by  I  lie  Inited  Slates 
naval  aviators  in  Italy  did'ered  in  several 
important  respects  froiTi  the  o|)cralions 
already  described  in  I-',ngland  and  I''rance. 
In  llaly  there  was  mn<h  more  iiombing 
and  less  i)atrol  work,  due,  of  course,  to 
the  different  methods  of  warfare  em- 
|)loyed.  Their  s])ci-i;d  objecliNes  were 
the  enemy  bases  of  I'ola  and  Trieste. 

First  of  American  naval  aviators  to 
operate  in  Italy  was  J.iculeMaiit  Ciuu- 
numder  McDonnell,  wlio  in  Jainiary  and 
February,  1918,  made  test  flights  in 
Caproni  planes  while  on  inspection  duty. 
As  a  result  of  these  tests,  Cajjroni  i)omb- 
ing  planes  were  extensively  used  in  the 
Northern  Bombing  Gronj).  McDonnell, 
while  \isiting  the  Italian  front  at  Padua, 
was  the  first  American 
officer  to  make  a  flight 
o\('r  the  Italian-Aus- 
trian front.  The  ob- 
jective was  a  (lennan 
airdrome  behind  the 
Austrian  lines.  Mc- 
Donnell a<-ted  as  gun- 
ner on  this  raid,  w  lii<li 
was  successful,  it  was 
:n  TiiK  Alp-  afterwards  learned,  in 
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setting  fire  to  a  German  hangar  and 
destroying  tliree  or  four  German  ma- 
chines. The  raid  was  particularly  thrilling 
from  the  start.  The  machine  got  away 
during  an  Austrian  attack  on  the  Italian 
airdrome,  and  liatl  to  ])ass  through  the 
Italian  barrage  and  under  the  bombfire 
from  the  Austrians.  His  was  the  only 
machine  of  the  sciuadron  wliich  left  tlie 
airdrome.  Return  was  made  with  great 
difficulty,  the  Austrians  having  mean- 
while destroj'ed  one  of  the  hangars  and 
fourteen  planes.  Landing  was  made  with 
greatest  hazard,  but  without  accident. 
For  this  exploit  McDonnell  was  cited 
for  a  silver  medal  by  the  Italian  govern- 
ment. 

Subsequently,  an  American  bombing 
station  was  established  at  Porto  Corsini, 
a  village  on  the  Adriatic,  at  the  mouth  of 
the  canal  leading  to  Ravenna,  about  70 
miles  south  of  Venice.  The  principal 
objective  of  the  American  squadron  was 
Pola,  Austria's  main  naval  base.  During 
the  Italian  retreat,  a  temporary  air 
station  had  been  hastily  established  near 


Ravenna,  and  when  the  new  line  was 
formed  at  the  Piave,  the  Italian  authori- 
ties proceeded  to  erect  a  permanent  camp 
at  Porto  Corsini,  which  the  Americans 
took  over,  supplementing  its  equipment 
with  about  thirty-five  Italian  flying  boats, 
which  the  American  pilots  had  learned 
to  operate  at  the  U.  S.  Air  Station,  Lake 
Bolsena,  Italy.  While  the  station  at 
Porto  Corsini  was  still  under  construc- 
tion, the  first  contingent,  or  thirty-five 
officers  and  about  300  men,  arrived. 
Additional  jjilots  were  added  to  the  com- 
])lement,  and  more  men  sent  from  the 
station  at  Pauillac,  so  that  by  the  latter 
part  of  August,  1918,  Porto  Corsini  had 
become  a  thriving  American  city,  known 
to  tlie  natives  and  the  newcomers  alike  as 
Goat  Island  City. 

Many  of  the  pilots  had  formerly  been 
in  the  American  ambulance  corps  and  had 
later  been  trained  in  the  ground  school  at 
Moutchic,  with  a  flying  course  at  Lake 
Bolsena.  The  station  rendered  most 
effective  service  in  cooperation  with  the 
Italians,  who  were  frequently  in  contact 
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with  l»)tli  hiiul  ;iii(l  si'M  machines.  Night 
hoinhitif;  exjieditions  were  coiitiiiiious, 
and  fre(|uently  (iayhi^lit  ex])e<liti()n.s  were 
eoiidueted  for  tlie  jjiirjjose  of  distril)U- 
ting  propaganda  and  talcing  photographs. 
The  fyi)e  of  planes  nsed  for  I)oniI)ing 
wore  the  Italian  FUA's,  L-:!'s  and  Maechi 
8's,   and   for   the  chasse   the   Maechi   .Vs. 

I'orto  Corsini  itself  was  snhjeet  to 
freqnent  honihiiig  attaeks.  On  the  night 
of  August  'il--2-2,  11)18.  an  attack  was 
made  i)y  ahout  ten  enemy  ])lanes  wjiich 
dro])i)ed  forty-nine  homhs,  ten  falling  on 
the  station,  the  others  across  the  canal. 
In  retaliation,  two  ^I-8's,  with  j)ilots 
Ensign  R.  B.  Read  and  Quartermaster 
George  W.  Knowles,  left  the  station  the 
same  night  and  homhed  Pola,  dro|)))ing 
several  homhs  in  the  arsenal  and  hangars. 
This  was  the  first  night-flight  from  the 
American  station,  and  the  results  were 
excellent.  I'ola  was  easily  located,  like- 
wise Porto  Corsini  on  the  return  trip. 

After  that,  attaeks  and  counter-at- 
tacks were  continuous.  An  aerial  coni- 
hat  occurred  in  August  over  Pola,  in 
which  the  .Vniericans  gave  a  good  account 


of  tiicm.selves.  .V  patrol  of  two  bombing 
planes  ami  ti\e  chasse  planes  left  the 
station  to  distribute  pro])aganda  on  Pola. 
Two  machines  liad  motor  trouble  and 
put  back  before  the  engagement.  After 
duin|)ing  the  reading  matter  over  Pola. 
the  fight  began.  The  .Vuslrians  used 
(heir  anti-aircraft  guns,  bnl  willi  poor 
results,  when  five  land  chas.se  jilanes  and 
two  hydroplanes  as.semblcd  to  attack 
them.  Ensign  Lutllow,  leading  i)ilot  of 
the  chasse  machines,  gave  the  signal  to 
attack  three  Austrians,  and  dived  at 
them  with  Pilots  Parker  and  llammann 
following.  Voorhees,  a  fourth  ]iilot,  was 
unable  to  enter  the  combat  becau.se  his 
machine  guns  jammed.  The  fight  started 
with  Ludlow  attacking  the  center  ma- 
chine. Parker  one  to  the  left,  anil  llam- 
mann engaged  two  others.  Ludlow's 
engine  was  damaged  by  bullets,  and 
Parker's  right  gim  jammed.  Ludlow 
started  home,  fighting  off  two  machines, 
when  his  motor  broke  down  due  to  the 
damage  it  had  earlier  received,  and  hi.s 
plane  caught  fire.     He  entered  a  s]iin  and 
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threw  off  one  of  the  enemy,  at  the  same 
time  ])utting  out  the  fire.  The  other 
enemy  j)lanc  followed  him  down  to  500 
meters.  Ludlow  landed  a  short  distance 
from  Pola,  and  the  enemy  plane  returned 
to  its  base.  Hammann  saw  Ludlow  land, 
and  after  throwing  off  the  two  machines 
with  which  he  was  engaged,  landed  near 
Ludlow  and  after  destroying  the  damaged 
machine,  Ludlow  returned  in  Hanuimmi's 
machine,  sitting  on  the  boat  directly 
under  the  engine.  They  did  not  leave, 
however,    until    thev    had    made   certain 


toward  the  sea.  When  the  machine  was 
about  over  the  naval  base,  it  started  to 
turn  to  the  right,  went  into  a  right  sj)iral 
and  crashed  to  the  ground,  landing  in  a 
corn  patch.  At  the  time  of  the  descent 
the  machine  was  flying  at  an  altitude  of 
"2,50  meters.  Both  Bergen  and  Murphy 
died  from  the  injuries  they  received. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  from 
the  Italian  authorities,  Porto  ("orsini 
worked  in  conjunction  witli  the  Venice 
.squadron  in  offen.ses  against  the  enemy 
bases,  and  in  carrying  out  these  instruc- 
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that  the  abandoned  machine  had  sunk, 
firing  100  rounds  at  it  from  the  air  to 
complete  the  destruction.  The  men  were 
badly  bruised  and  cut  uj),  l)ut  otherwise 
no  injury  was  inflicted.  All  jjilots  re- 
turned to  ba.se. 

On  September  15,  an  unfortunate 
accident  occurred  in  which  two  flyers  gave 
up  their  lives.  Ensign  Louis  J.  Bergen, 
pilot,  with  Gunner  Thomas  L.  Murphy, 
ob.server,  left  the  station  in  a  Macchi.

tions  joint  raids  were  made  by  the  two 
squadrons  on  Pola  and  the  Austrian 
hangars.  Pola  was  bombed  on  July  17  by 
American  planes,  destroying  four  hangars 
belonging  to  the  Austrians,  and  one  of  the 
Germans.

Take,  for  example,  Lieut.  A.  L.  Gates, 
whom  we  have  mentioned.  Gates  was 
serving  at  Dunkerque  when  a  signal  was 
received  that  a  British  plane  had  been 
brought  down  by  the  Germans  up  along 
the  Belgian  coast,  and  had  fallen  in  the 
sea  within  range  of  the  German  guns 
ashore.  Gates  immediately  jvnnped  into 
a  seaplane  and  without  waiting  for  assist- 
ance or  for  an  observer  or  a  machine 
gimner,  "shoved  off"  at  a  90-mile  clip. 
Reaching  the  place  where  the  British 
aviators  were  clinging  to  the  wreck  of 
their  plane,  still  being  the  target  of  the 
guns  on  shore.  Gates  swooped  down 
beside  them,  and  reckless  of  the  wicked 
Hun  fire,  made  a  skillful  landing,  pulled 
the  three  wrecked  aviators  into  his  plane, 
soon  rose  and  beat  it  back  to  Dunkerque, 
meeting  on  the  way  the  other  rescuers  who 
were  hurrying  to  the  scene  in  planes  and 
coast  water  craft,  motioning  them  to  go 
back  to  avoid  the  enemy  gunfire,  which 
by  this  time  had  gotten  very  angry.  For 
this  service  Gates  was  awarded  the  dis- 


tinguished flyinj 
England. 

On  October  4,  Gates  was  one  of  the 
pilots  in  a  squadron  of  seven  Spads  which 
left  St.  Pol  airdrome  with  orders  to  patrol 
the  Ypres  salient  over  territory  around 
Courtrai,  Roulers,  Dixmude  and  Foret 
d'Houthoulet — a  lively  part  of  the  west- 
ern battle  front  at  that  time.  After 
being  out  forty  minutes  they  encountered 
about  fifteen  enemy  aircraft,  consisting 
of  Fokker  scouts,  biplanes  and  a  few 
triplanes.  The  Spads  quickly  dived  to  a 
point  within  the  allied  lines,  and  the 
enemy  craft  did  not  pursue  them;  where- 
upon, the  Spads  climbed  and  returned  to 
enemy  territory.  Two  of  the  Americans 
had  engine  trouble  and  returned  to  base, 
but  the  other  five  machines  kept  on. 
While  flying  over  Courtrai  at  an  elevation 
of  4,000  meters,  a  superior  enemy  air 
squadron  was  sighted — probably  the  same 
Fokker  sc|uadron — and  the  signal  was 
given  to  dive  and  return  to  base.  At  the 
moment  of  the  last  dive  several  Huns 
were  directly  above  them  and  Gates' 
machine  was  seen  to  be  making  a  right

Comdr.  L.  H.  Maxfield,  of  the  regular 
Navy,  was  recommended  for  a  gold  life- 
saving  medal  for  an  exploit  as  luiusual  as 
it  was  heroic.  The  dirigible  "Capitaine 
Caussin"  under  his  command  was  patrol- 
ing  a  convoy  north  of  Quiberon,  when  the 
pressure  began  to  fall,  and  after  making 
every  effort  to  keep  the  dirigible  in  the 
air,  she  came  down.  Upon  striking  the 
water,  two  of  the  crew,  Allely  and  Elliott, 
were  thrown  into  the  sea.  They  were 
having  considerable  difficulty  swimming, 
because  of  their  combinations,  or  "teddy 
bears,"  which  greatly  impeded  their 
movements,  and  Allely  called  out  for 
help.  By  this  time  the  ship  had  drifted 
75  yards,  but  Mr.  Maxfield,  shouting  to 
Allely  to  hold  out,  jumped  into  the 
sea.  He  swam  to  them,  Ijut  by 
this  time  the  dirigible  was  three-quarters 
of  a  mile  away.  A  small  motor  boat 
ajjpeared  and  picked  them  up,  afterward 
coming  to  the  dirigible  and  removed 
several  members  of  the  crew.  The  re- 
maining men  were  left  in  the  ship,  which 
rapidly  drifted  ashore.  Had  Maxfield 
not  gone  so  promptly  to  the  rescue  of  the 
;  two  men,  Allely  certainly,  and  Elliott 
probably,  would  have  drowned. 

For  their  gallantry  in  action  near  He 
Tudy,  two  American  jjilots,  R.  H.

was  off  Pen  Marche  when  two  avions 
were  seen  dropping  bombs  '■2  miles  to 
seaward.  The  destroyer  Stewart  left  the 
escort  and  proceeded  at  full  speed  to 
the  scene,  and  a  French  destroyer  ap- 
proached from  the  northward.  With 
the  aid  of  planes  which  dropped  smoke 
bombs  at  the  spot  where  the  submarine 
was  seen  from  the  air,  the  destroyer 
headed  for  the  position,  dropping  charges 
as  it  encircled  the  submarine.  The  avions 
continued  to  drop  bombs  until  they 
brought  up  clear  water.  Between  the 
destroyers  and  the  planes  the  Hun  had 
no  chance  of  escape.  O.  E.  Wilhams  and 
H.  W.  Studor  were  the  observers  in  the 
two  planes,  and  rendered  very  efficient 
service  in  placing  the  bombs  and  guiding 
the  destroyers. 

And  so  we  could  go  on  almost  inilefi- 
nitely,  recounting  exploits  such  as  these, 
which  would  be  recalled  by  the  readers 
of  this  book  as  merely  a  part  of  their  daily 
routine  in  the  adventurous  days  of  com- 
radeship and  unselfish  .service  in  the 
United  States  Naval  Flying  Cor])s. 

Great  credit  is  due  the  enlisted  per- 
sonnel of  the  naval  air  service.  No  finer 
class  of  men  was  ever  brought  into  a 
military  force  than  the  members  of  the 
crews  of  the  air  stations  abroad.  Many 
of  these  men  won  commissions,  and  still 
others  rendered  ecjually  praise  worthy 
service  in  the  enlisted  grades.

American  engineering  talent, 
ingemiity  and  knowledge  of  design  was  at 
least  equal  to  that  abroad. 
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It  was  apparent  that  prompt  action  was 
necessary  to  meet  the  enormous  require- 
ments for  engines  and  spares  demanded 
by  the  contemphited  program.  It  was 
also  clear  that  these  requirements  could 
not  be  met  imless  the  automobile-engine 
industry  could  be  mobilized  for  that 
purpose;  furthermore,  even  with  the 
talented  organizations  and  experience 
of  this  industry,  there  was  little  chance  of 
completing  the  task  unless  their  efforts 
could  be  concentrated  on  one  type  of 
standardized  engine  designed  especially 
to  suit  American  quantity-production 
methods. 

After  many  preliminary  investigations, 
Col.  Edward  A.  Deeds  came  to  the  con- 
clusion that  it  was  essential  for  the 
United  States  to  concentrate  its  energies 
upon  the  smallest  possible  number  of 
types  of  engines  and  to  give  special  at- 
tention to  equipment  which  could  be 
manufactured  in  quantity,  and  which 
would  be  least  affected  by  the  rapid 
advances  in  the  art. 

He  considered  it  entirely  possible  to 
design  and  build  an  engine  suitable  for 
war  purposes  and  adai)ted  to  American 
ideas  of  quantity  production  in  less  time 
than  the  Boiling  Commission  could  com- 
plete its  investigations  and  negotiations 
and  send  us  drawings  and  models  of 
European  types  that  in  all  probability 
would  be  wholly  unsuited  to  our  produc- 
tion methods.  He  believed  that  the 
United  States  should  concentrate  its 
greatest  effort  on  a  type  of  aircraft 
engine  which  could  be  made  in  powers 
sufficiently  high  to  assure  continued 
usefulness  for  a  term  of  years  and  which 
would  possess  the  maximum  degree  of 
interchangeability  between  similar  parts. 
Colonel  Deeds  proposed  this  plan  im- 
mediately to  his  associate.  Col.  S.  D. 
Waldon,  who,  after  giving  it  careful  con- 
sideration, agreed  entirely  with  the  plan. 
A  few  days  later  J.  G.  Vincent,  of  the 
Packard  Motor  Car  Company,  arrived  in 
Washington  and  proposed  substantially 
the  same  idea,  which  had  been  developed 


as  the  result  of  his  experience  with  air- 
craft engines,  and  which  had  been  crys- 
tallized by  conferences  held  in  Detroit 
with  the  French  and  English  commissions 
then  touring  the  United  States. 

As  subsequent  investigation  proceeded 
this  conclusion  received  the  unanimous 
support  of  lioth  the  American  and  Euro- 
pean authorities  and  its  wisdom  has  been 
absolutely  demonstrated  by  the  results 
which  have  been  attained.  Colonel 
Deeds,  Colonel  Waldon,  and  Messrs.  E.  J. 
Hall  and  J.  G.  Vincent  met  at  Colonel 
Deeds'  apartment  in  the  New  Willard 
Hotel  in  Washington  and  considered  in  a 
general  way  the  requirements  which  the 
engines  must  meet.  It  was  determined 
that  they  should  be  built  around  a  5  by  7 
inch  individual  steel  cylinder  with  alumi- 
num piston,  forked  rods,  and  direct-drive 
propeller,  and  that  nothing  experimental 
or  untried  should  be  used. 

Messrs.  Vincent  and  Hall  set  to  work 
on  May  29  to  combine  their  knowledge 
and  information,  and  within  two  or  three 
days  they  had  outlined  the  important 
characteristics  of  design  of  the  Liberty 
engine.  These  preliminary  layouts  were 
submitted  to  the  Aircraft  Production 
Board  and  the  Joint  Army  and  Navy 
Technical  Board,  who  approved  the 
design  and  on  June  \  authorized  the  con- 
struction of  five  each  of  the  8  and  12 
cylinder  sizes.  Every  feature  in  the 
design  of  these  engines  was  based  on 
thoroughly  jiroven  internal-combustion 
engine  practice. 

Parts  for  ten  engines  were  at  once 
started  through  the  tool  rooms  and 
experimental  .shops  of  various  motor  car 
companies.  This  work  centered  in  the 
plant  of  the  Packard  Motor  Car  Com- 
pany, which  most  cheerfully  and  pa- 
triotically gave  to  this  work  its  entire 
energies  and  wonderful  facilities. 

Meanwhile  the  plans  of  the  engine  had 
been  submitted  to  H.  M.  Crane,  engineer 
of  the  Simplex  Motor  Car  Company,  and 
of  the  Wright  INIartin  Aircraft  Corpora- 
tion, who  had  made  a  special  study  of 
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aviation  engines  in  Enioije  and  wlio  for 
iil)\var(i  of  a  year  liad  heen  working  on 
the  ])roduction  of  tlie  Hispano-Suiza  150- 
liorsepower  engine;  also  to  David  Fergus- 
son,  chief  engineer  of  tiie  I'ierce-Arrow 
Motor  Car  Com])any,  and  to  many  of  tlie 
hest  experts  in  tlie  country  on  the  pro- 
<luction  of  motors.  Representatives  of 
many  other  companies,  including  plane 
and  engine  makers,  machine  tool  huilders, 
etc.,  were  called  in;  these  men  went  over 
the  drawings  thoroughly  and  were  con- 
sulted on  many  production  features  of  the 
engine. 

From  the  foregoing  statements  it  is 
clear  that  the  Liberty  engine  was  not 
developed  l)y  any  sj)ecies  of  magic  nor  hy 
any  single  individual  or  company,  l)ut 
was  a  well-considered  and  carefully  pre- 
pared tlcsign  ha.sed  on  nnuii  i)ra<'tical 
aviation  engine  experience.  Tlic  prompt- 
ness with  which  the  design  was  completed 
and  the  samples  huilt  was  the  result  of 
complete  cooperation  among  all  in- 
terested ])arties. 

Fundamentals  of  the  design  of  the 
Liberty    engine    have    not    lieen    altered 


from  the  date  of  its  f)riginal  layout,  with 
the  single  excejition  of  the  sciipi)er  feed 
system  for  lubricating  the  crank  pins, 
which  was  abandoned  in  favor  of  the  full 
pressure  feed  .system  of  lubricalion. 
Numerous  manufacturing  changes  in 
materials,  limits,  clearances,  etc.,  have 
been  made  to  facilitate  production,  ex- 
actly as  such  changes  are  made  in  jiro- 
duction  of  any  piece  of  machinery.  As 
time  went  on  it  became  necessary  to 
increase  the  horsepower  of  the  12-cylinder 
engine  from  .S.^O  to  .S~j  and  later  from  375 
to  440.  These  increases  made  it  neces- 
sary to  increase  the  size  and  strength 
of  certain  parts  of  the  engine. 

By  the  methotl  outlined  above  the 
first  8-cylinder  engine  was  delivered  in 
Washington  and  set  u|)  at  the  Bureau  of 
Standards  on  July  4,  litl?,  and  the  first 
I'i-cylinder  engine  was  built  and  success- 
fully i)as,sed  a  50-hour  endurance  test 
by  .Vugust  "25,  1917. 

.Vt  first  it  was  believed  that  both  8  and 
1-2-cylinder  engines  would  be  re<iuired  and 
negotiations  were  started  looking  to  the 
production  of  both  sizes.  The  Ford  Motor

Company  agreed  to  produce  10,000  of  the 
8  cylinder  engines,  but  before  the  con- 
tract had  been  made  information  from 
abroad  indicated  that  efforts  should  be 
concentrated  on  the  fi-cylinder  engine. 
Contracts  were  therefore  let  for  '•2'2,oOO 
Liberty  1'2-cylinder  engines  to  six 
concerns. 

This  number  was  sufficient  to  take  care 
of  the  requirements  of  both  the  Navy  and 
the  Army.  The  first  of  these  contracts 
was  signed  in  August,  1917,  and  ])roduc- 
tion  work  started  immediately.  It  was 
at  once  apparent  that,  to  avoid  delay  and 
confusion,  the  engineering  and  standard- 
ization required  for  developing  and  manu- 
facturing the  engine  nuist  necessarily  be 
done  in  close  proximity  to  the  production 
plants.  A  district  office  was  therefore 
established  in  Detroit,  and  James  G. 
Heaslet,  formerly  vice  president  and 
general  manager  of  the  Studebaker  cor- 
poration, an  engineer  and  manufacturer 
of  wide  experience,  was  appointed  dis- 
trict manager.  At  the  request  of  the 
Chief  of  the  Engine  Production  Dejjart- 
ment  an  order  was  issued  in  October,  1917, 


which  placed  all  engineering,  inspection 
and  ])roduction  of  the  Liberty  engine  in 
charge  of  a  committee  of  engineers  and- 
manufacturers  composed  of  Lieut.  Col. 
E.  J.  Hall,  Maj.  James  G.  Heaslet, 
Henry  M.  Leland,  C.  Harold  Wills  of  the 
Ford  Motor  Company,  and  Messrs.  Beall 
and  Roberts  of  the  Packard  Motor  Car 
Comjjany.  With  them  were  associated 
D.  McCall  White,  engineer  of  the  Cadillac 
Motor  Company,  and  Walter  Chrysler, 
general  manager  of  the  Buick  Company. 
Presided  over  by  Major  Heaslet,  these 
men  in  their  respective  plants  and  in 
joint  meetings  pushed  forward  the  de- 
velopment and  production  of  Liberty 
engines.  Each  without  reservation  re- 
vealed all  the  trade  secrets  and  processes 
which  they  had  developed  in  their  plants 
during  the  preceding  years.  The  Packard 
Motor  Car  (^ompany  gave  to  this  develop- 
mental work  all  of  its  equipment  and 
])ersonnel.  The  wonderful  organization 
of  the  Ford  Motor  Company  was  devoted 
to  solving  the  problems  presented  by  the 
production  of  this  engine.

These  changes  were  made  with  such 
speed  and  energy  that  by  May  2!),  1018, 
one  year  from  tlie  date  when  the  design 
of  the  engine  was  begun  l.'-24;5  Liberty 
engines  had  been  produced  and  delivered 
for  service. 

The  magnitude  of  this  accomplish- 
ment may  be  realized  when  it  is  compared 
with  the  deA'elopment  of  automobile 
motors.  Practically  no  automobile  motor 
of  any  size  or  importance  has  ever  been 
put  into  production  and  into  service 
without  at  least  one  year  being  devoted 
to  its  design  and  development.  This 
time  was  not  required  for  the  Liberty 
engine,  because  its  original  design  re- 
cpiired  substantially  no  change  and  also 
because  the  best  ability  in  the  country 
was  devoted  without  stint  to  its  develop- 
ment and  production. 

During  six  months,  from  May  '29  to 
November  29,  1918,  the  production  of 
Liberty  engines  increased  by  leaps  and 
bounds;  during  October,  just  preceding 
the  armistice,  150  13-cylinder  engines 
were  being  produced  and  delivered  into 
service  on  each  working  day.

In  January,  1918,  three  of  these  engines 
were  shipped  to  the  American  Expedi- 
tionary Forces.  In  March,  ten  engines 
were  shipped  to  the  British,  six  to  the 
French,  and  five  to  the  Italians.  By 
June  7  tests  aliroad  had  proceeded  so- 
far  that  the  British  Air  Minister  cabled 
to  Lord  Reading  that  the  excellent  results 
obtained  from  the  Liberty  engine  had 
placed  it  in  the  first  class  of  high-powered 
engines,  and  that  they  were  convinced 
that  it  would  be  a  most  valuable  contri- 
bution to  the  allied  aviation  program.  On 
Se])tember  26,  the  British  Air  Ministry 
reported  that  the  Liberty  performed  at 
least  as  well  as  the  Rolls-Royce,  in  iden- 
tical airplanes,  and  that  their  opinion  of 
June  was  fully  confirmed. 

Birkight,  the  designer  of  the  Hispano- 
Suiza  engine  in  France,  advised  Count 
Poinatowski  that  the  Liberty  engine  was 
superior  to  any  high-powered  engine 
then  developed  on  the  Continent. 

The  British  placed  an  order  for  1,000 
Liberty  12-cylinder  engines  and  subse- 
cjuently  stated  their  desire  to  increase  this 
to  5,500,  to  be  delivered  by  December  31, 
1918.  The  French  made  inquiry  as  to 
the  possibility  of  their  securing  20  per 
cent  of  all  of  these  engines  produced. 
The  Italians  also  indicated  their  desire 
to  purchase  a  large  number  for  immediate 
delivery. 

The  vision  of  Colonel  Deeds  and  the 
decision  to  develop  an  American  aviation 
engine  has  been  fully  and  completely 
justified  by  the  results  obtained.  The 
engine  which  approaches  nearest  to  the 
Liberty  in  power  and  efficiency  is  the 
English    Rolls-Royce.       However,    this 
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weighs  ai)])nixiinatcly  10(1  poiiiids  iiiDrc 
and  delivers  appioxiiiiately  100  horse- 
l)o\ver  less  than  tiic  Liberty.  The  maxi- 
mum production  of  the  Rolls-Royce 
engine  in  England  lias  Tiever  ex('ee<]ed 
70  jier  week;  the  average  production  lias 
ranged  from  40  to  4,5  per  week. 

Tliere  can  he  no  doubt  that,  had  the 
war  continued,  the  Liberty  engine  in 
planes  piloted  l)y  American,  British  and 
French  aviators  would  soon  have  domi- 
nated the  air  on  everv  front.     America,

AXIATION  played  a  part  in  tlic  long 
vigil  kept  l)y  the  (irand  Fleet.  In 
this  respect  tlie  British  Navy  had 
made  great  advances,  by  the  develop- 
ment of  the  seajjlane  carriers,  a  vessel 
with  a  flush  deck  from  stem  to  stern, 
enahling  the  returning  ])lanes  to  land  on 
hoard  without  difficulty.  Nothing  a])- 
jiears  above  the  deck  of  these  ve.s.sels, 
except  a  small  deck  house,  which  di.sa])- 
pears  when  the  ])lanes  are  about  to  return. 
The  British  had  some  four  or  five  of  these 
carriers,  strange  looking  craft,  with  their 
stacks  protruding  from  the  sides.  Of  our 
own  battleship  force,  the  Te.vas  alone  was 
e(|uipped  with  airplanes,  and  that  only 
a  short  time  before  the  armistice. 

It  was  not  until  the  winter  months 
following  the  armistice  that  the  American 
Xavy  utilized  effectively  the  planes  for 


control  of  great  gun  fire.  Lieut.  Com- 
mander E.  ().  McDonnell,  who  made  a 
brilliant  record  on  both  the  western  and 
the  Italian  fronts,  |)articularly  in  bomliing 
and  night  raiding,  conducted  ex])eri- 
ments  in  fire  control  at  (iuantanamo, 
Cuba,  which  demonslratetl  tiie  great 
value  of  aircraft  in  battle  i)ractice.  Here 
also  the  Texas  was  u.sed  in  making  the 
experiments.  She  was  equi])i)ed  w-ith  a 
small  two-seater  and  tw-o  single-seaters, 
and  a  false  deck  was  constructed  on  the 
turret,  with  removaI)le  planking  over  the 
guns  themselves,  which  was  taken  away 
when  the  large  guns  were  fired.  The 
single  seater  was  intended  for  short 
range  .scouting  and  fighting,  tlie  two- 
.seaters  being  u.sed  for  recoimaisance,  fire 
control  and  .spotting.  While  the  fleet 
was  at  (iiuintanamo,  the  Mianinsippi  was

similarly  eqiiijiped,  and  flights  were  made 
from  hoth  of  these  dreadiiaughts.  Laud 
phines,  however,  were  used  during  the 
tesis  of  fire  control  of  the  Texas,  when 
ten  IJ-inch  guns  fired  salvos  on  a  range  of 
20,000  yards,  the  maximum  elevation  of 
the  guns.  Lieutenant  Commander  Mc- 
Donnell controlled  the  fire  by  means  of 
both  radio  telephone  and  telegraph,  using 
the  telephone  first,  immediately  followed 
by  the  telegraph  signals.  Every  sjiot 
received  from  the  ship  was  immediately 
acknowledged  from  the  plane.  The  firing 
was  done  in  the  open  sea  under  weather 
conditions  that  were  favorable,  but  with 
a  great  deal  of  interference  from  smoke 
from  the  stacks  of  the  ship,  which  at  one 
time  was  so  bad  that  the  targets  were 
lost  to  view  from  the  tops.  Indeed,  after 
the  third  salvo  the  targets  were  totally 
obscured,  and  reliance  was  made  entirely 
upon  the  control  from  the  planes.  The 
average  time  for  the  transmission  of  the 
message  was  five  seconds  from  the  sea- 
plane to  the  plotting  oflBcer,  which  period^ 
r\ :-% 


could  with  practice,  have  Ijeen  reduced  it 
was  believed,  to  two  seconds.  As  this 
was  the  first  occasion  when  any  naval 
vessel  had  depended  entirely  upon  tele- 
phone communication  from  a  seaplane  or 
air])lane  for  target-practice  spotting,  the 
results  were  most  gratifying  to  the  gun- 
nery officers  who  watched  the  tests  with 
the  keenest  interest.  Of  special  im- 
portance was  the  fact  that  communica- 
tions were  accurate  both  ways,  in  both 
receiving  and  sending.  The  flight  was 
not  made  from  off  the  Texas  because  of 
the  uncertainty  as  to  the  required  amount 
of  wind,  and  the  low-powered  airplane 
used,  although  it  later  developed  that 
tliere  was  sufficient  wind  to  have  made  the 
flight  from  the  turret  with  safety,  and 
without  delaying  the  target  practice. 

Return  landings  were  made  on  the 
Ijcach  during  these  tests.  Three  methods 
of  return  were  possible;  to  the  beach, 
on  the  water  near  the  shij),  or  on 
board  the  ship.  When  landings  were 
made  on  the  surface  of  the  water,  the 
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wheels  were  released  by  the  tripping  gear 
of  the  planes,  the  air  bags  were  imme- 
diately filled,  and  the  craft  would  float 
safely  for  twelve  hours  if  necessary. 

Both  types  of  machines  were  equipped 
with  radio  sets,  but  only  the  two-seater 
had  the  apparatus  necessary  for  both 
sending  and  receiving.  The  single-seater 
could  send  but  could  not  receive. 

KITE   BALLOONS 

During  the  operations  of  the  battleship 
force  in  the  North  Sea,  one  vessel  in  each 
division  of  the  U.  S.  battle  squadron 
was  equipped  with  kite  balloons. 
They  were  used  to  some  extent  for 
fire  control,  but  their  principal  duty 
was  to  look  for  submarines,  torpedoes  and 
mines.  They  were  also  used  by  the 
ships  of  the  convoys  while  traversing  the 
submarine  zone,  and  to  .some  extent  by 
our  destroyers.  Trawlers  operating  in 
the  submarine  zone  were  also  supplied 
with  kite  balloons.  It  is  planned  to 
equip  at  least  one  ship  in  every  four  of 
the  battle  fleet  with  them. 

THE    FLEET    AIR    I)ET.\CHMENT 

Another  development  which  has  come 
since  the  war  ended  is  the  organization 
of  a  fleet  air  detachment,  with  the  U.  S.  S. 
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Shawmiit  as  parent  ship  and  carrier.  This 
vessel  rendered  valuable  service  during 
the  war  as  a  mine-layer,  being  part 
of  the  force  operating  in  the  North 
Sea  in  laying  the  celebrated  mine 
barrage  which  did  so  much  to  break  the 
submarine  menace,  and  destroy  the 
morale  of  the  Hun  undersea  pirates. 
After  her  return  from  this  duty,  she  was 
equipped  as  the  mother-ship  of  the  fleet 
air  detachment,  consisting  of  a  squadron 
of  large  seaplanes,  which  may  be  used  for 
reconnoisance,  for  scouting,  for  bombing 
submarines  and  mines,  and  for  attack 
by  bombing  on  any  enemy  position  where 
anti-aircraft  guns  are  not  used.  Their 
principal  duty,  however,  is  scouting  and 
spotting.  The  squadron  consists  of  five 
of  these  seaplanes.  The  iShawmut  carries 
gasoline  and  spare  parts,  and  acts  as  a 
tender  to  the  air  squadron.  She  will 
operate  with  the  fleet  in  the  battle 
manoeuvers,  in  which  the  air  detachment 
will  doubtless,  in  the  future,  play  an 
important  part. 

During  the  cruise  to  the  West  Indies 
the  Shawmut  and  the  fleet  air  detachment 
accompanied  the  fleet,  making  many 
flights  en  route.

AIR,  while  lieinj;  the 
xoimuest  hraiK-h  of 
the  Naviil  profession, 
has  liad  the  fjrealest 
rate  of  progress.  Two 
years  ajio  we  liad 
praetieaily  iiotliini;; 
now  we  have  some  of 
the  hest  non-riiiids  in  existence,  and 
our  pilots,  thonuli  far  from  Tinmerons,  are 
e(|ual  to  any  in  the  world.  \\  iiile  it  is, 
of  course,  a  fact  that  war  has  l.een  the 
j;reat  incenti\(',  we  may  still  hope  to  kee|) 
np  a  t;'ood  rate  of  |)rofiress,  and  in  time 
e((nal,  in  qnality  at  least,  the  lifjhter- 
than-air  craft  of  (lernumy  and  England. 
What  has  heen  done  hy  the  Navy  in  the 
])ast  two  years  may  lie  sumniari/.ed  in  a 
few  l)rief  iiaragraplis.  The  ship  liuilt  l»y 
the  Coimecticut  .\ircraft  Company  made 
l>nt  a  few  sliorl  lliglils,  I  hen  went  out  of 
eonimissiou  forever,  so  had  very  little 
good  efl'ect  upon  personnel  or  material. 
The  kite  balloons  tested  out  on  the  I'.  S. 
S.  Oldulioiini  and  XrraiUi  in  the  fall  and 
winter  of  1!)U)-1!)17,  ])roved  that  good 
s|)otting  coidd  lie  done  from  tiiis  type  of 
aircraft.  i)ut  little  interest,  unfortunately, 
was  aroused  in   the  department,  so  that 


they  were  soon  ordered  otl  the  ships. 
Ne.vt,  in  the  s])ring  of  1!)1T  came  the 
orders  for  the  first  small  Mimjis,  modeled 
after  the  lines  of  the  Mrilish.  The  Good- 
year Tire  and  Hnlilier  ('om|)any  hiiilt  the 
first  envelopes,  and  (urtiss  tlu'  Nacelles. 
.Vliout  the  time  the  tirst  ship  was  to  lie 
delivered,  a  class  of  students  was  started 
in  .Vkron.  'I'his  was  in  June,  1!)17,  and 
during  that  sunniier  the  students  took 
their  free  lialloon  cour.se.  their  aerostatics, 
their  meteorology,  as  well  as  their  regular 
na\al  studies.  The  dirigililes  were  flown, 
hut  the  envelojies  were  constructed  of 
such  ]>oor  material  that  they  could  not 
lie  kept  intlaled  more  than  a  week.  Hence 
to  get  the  maximum  henelit  out  of  the 
shijjs  during  their  short  li\es.  they  were 
used  twenty-four  hours  a  day. 

In  the  early  fall  of  11(17,  the  first  con- 
tingent of  naval  lighler-than-air  ofiicers 
and  men  was  sent  to  France,  and  in 
No\eud)er  and  Deeemlier  regular  war 
|)at rolling  was  done  in  the  French  ships 
at  Roehefort  and  I'ainilioeuf.  In  January, 
1!)18,  all  hands  were  asseinliled  at  I'aini- 
hoeuf  and  a  start  was  made  in  cleaTiing. 
relinilding  and  enlarging  that  station, 
which  was  later  completely  taken  over 
hy    us    and    o|)erated    under    our    flag. 
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Students  in  Training  at  Akron. 

Meanwhile,  students  were  sent  from  the 
United  States  to  England  for  training, 
and  some  of  these  were  later  given  im- 
portant billets  under  the  British  and  per- 
formed valuable  and  efficient  war  service. 
Paimboeuf  continued  to  grow  and  im- 
prove until  the  signing  of  the  armistice. 
Active  patrols  were  carried  out  and  en- 
gagements with  enemy  submarines  were 
rejjorted. 

Guipavas,  the  American  dirigible  sta- 
tion near  Brest,  was  practically  com- 
pleted when  the  armistice  was  signed. 
This  station  did,  however,  do  active 
flying  and,  at  the  time  of  the  President's 
first  arrival  at  Brest,  the  station  sent  out 
two  ships  to  escort  the  George  Washington 
into  port.  Kite  balloon  stations  had  been 
established  all  along  the  coast  of  France, 
and  good  work  was  being  done  by  the 
pilots. 

In  the  United  States  active  work  had 
been  carried  on  at  Chatham,  INIontauk, 
Rockaway,  Cape  May,  Hampton  Roads, 
Key  West,  Pensacola  and  Akron.  Officers 
had  been  given  Ground  School  training 
at  Tech,  and  flying  training  at  Akron 


and  Pensacola.  Important  patrols  and 
experimental  flights  were  made  both  by 
kite  balloons  and  dirigibles.  The  Tech- 
nical Bureaus  of  the  Navy  Department 
had  pushed  rapidly  ahead,  had  con- 
ducted valuable  research  work  and  had 
turned  out  the  "C"-type  ship;  so  it  can  be 
seen  that  abroad  and  at  home  interest  was 
growing  inlighter-than-air  craft, andmuch 
good  work  was  done. 

The  necessity  for  lighter-than-aircraft 
for  the  Navy  is  now  fully  realized  by 
strategists,  and  work  to  provide  our 
Navy  with  lighter-than-air  craft  is  being 
])ushed  by  those  in  authority.  The 
General  Board  has  for  many  years 
realized  the  importance  of  this  sort  of 
craft,  and  has  recommended  their  con- 
struction time  and  again.  The  work 
done  by  the  German  Zeppelins  in  patrol- 
ing  and  scouting  over  the  North  Sea,  and 
the  effect  of  the  British  lack  of  rigids, 
has  brought  this  necessity  home.  To  the 
popular  mind  the  Zeppelin  did  not  make 
good  in  the  war.  This  opinion  is  based 
wholly  upon  the  results  of  the  raids  over 
England,  in  which  many  ships  were 
lost.  Admitting  that  these  raids  were 
on  the  whole  unsuccessful,  although  they 
most  certainly  did  keep  a  great  number  of 
British  heavier-than-air  craft  in  England 
that  were  sorely  needed  at  the  front,  and 
most  certainly  did  at  one  period  keep  the 
people  of  London,  to  say  the  least,  under 
a  nervous  strain,  we  do  know  that  a 
constant  and  efficient  patrol  was  kept 
over  the  North  Sea  which  could  not  have 
been  kept  by  any  other  type  of  water  or 
air  craft. 
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Hangars  at  Akron 
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It  is  proposed  from  now  on  to  have  the 
following  types  of  lighter-than-air  craft. 
These  may  never  he  ])la(e(I  in  C|uantity 
produetion,  hut  certainly  will  he  used  and 
experimented  with: 

Free  Balloon. — There  is  nothing  new 
ahoiit  this.  It  has  heen  used  since  178.3. 
and  its  use  will  he  continued.  There  is 
nothing  hetter  in  whicli  to  train  kite  or 
dirigihle  students,  and,  hy  some,  free 
hallooning  is  looked  ujjon  as  the  greatest 
sport   in   the  world. 

Kite  Ualhntn. — 'IMiis  will  he  used  hy  the 
Na\y  for  search,  and  |)()ssihly  for  spotting. 
The  .\rmy  will  certainly  continue  to  use 
it  for  the  control  of  fire,  and  other  uses 
will  most  surely  he  forthcoming.  Two 
distinct  tyjjcs  are  now  recognized — the 
French  ('ac(|uot  and  the  Italian  Avorio- 
I'rassoue. 

yon-Rigid. — This  type,  in  various 
sizes,  will  always  have  its  use  in  the  Navy 
for  patrols,  search,  and  convoy  duty,  and 
will  continue  to  prove  a  most  u.seful  unit 
of  the  Naval  forces.  It  is  douhtful 
whether  land  forces  will  he  able  to  derive 
much  benefit  from  it.  However,  that 
remains  to  be  seen. 

Riijid. — This  will  be  the  greatest  of  all 
aircraft,  anil  will  revolutionize  all  naval 
strategy  and  tactics. 

No  one  realizes  the  limitations  of 
lighter-than-air  craft  better  than  those 
who  work  constantly  with  them.  They 
arc   not   the   ones   who   see   small   rigids

taking  the  place  of  yachts,  nor  do  they 
see  daily  scheduled  trips  for  ])asscnger 
and  freight  being  carried  out  this  year. 
They  leave  that  sort  of  projiaganda  to  Ihe 
stock  sellers  and  to  the  etiitors  of  po])ular 
aviation  magazines.  What  they  do  see, 
however,  as  the  scout  of  the  future,  is  a 
rigid  of  somewhere  between  fixe  and  ten 
million  cubic  feet  ca])a(ity,  filled  with 
some  inert  gas,  driven  by  reliable  gaso- 
line, steam,  or  electric  motors,  capable  of 
staying  out  two  or  three  weeks,  with 
guns  sufhcieut  to  fight  off  any  figliting 
]>lane,  and  bombs  sufficient  to  wreck  a 
batlleshii).  It  is  (|uitc  useless  to  at- 
tem|)t  to  make  the  real  surface  craft  man 
believe  that  some  day  the  slow  moving 
battleships  and  cruisers  will  l)c  of  little 
use,  but  most  certainly  the  day  is  fast 
approaching  when  such  will  he  the  case. 
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Production  of  Spruce  for  the  Navy

Few  of  us  have  given  more  than  a  passing  tliought  to  the  many  prohlcms  of  forced  production 
which  had  to  be  successfully  met  liefore  any  aggressive  aviation  policy  could  he  even  seriously  con- 
sidered. But  for  the  initiative  and  ability  of  the  men  who  silently  shouldered  these  responsibilities 
in  the  liackground  of  the  war,  Anicrifan  aviation  could  not  have  l)ecn  the  i)o(cnt  factor  for  victory 
which  it  proved  to  he. 

The  story  of  the  production  of  sjjruce  lumber  for  the  construction  of  the  -Navy's  aircraft  tells  of 
a  difficult  task  undertaken  in  the  face  of  many  discouraging  obstacles  and  of  hard  work  carried  on 
throughout  a  .season  of  severe  N'cw  Kngland  weather.  E.xpcrieuce  had  shown  that  spruce  of  a  very 
high  grade  was  the  only  material  perfectly  suited  to  the  manufacture  of  nuiny  airplane  parts.  Sub- 
.stitution  of  other  woods  in  the  place  of  spruce  had  never  been  successfully  accomplished,  and  when 
tried  was  usually  accompanied  by  failure  of  the  plane  in  action.  The  pre-war  construction  of  air- 
craft had  been  very  small  and  spruce  of  sufficient  quality  and  i|u:inlity  had  been  easily  obtained. 
This  normal  supply,  however,  was  totally  inadequate  to  meet  the  denuuids  of  war-time  construction 
iiiid  for  nuiny  months  constantly  jeopardi>.ed  our  entire  aviation  program. — -ICditor. 
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IN  J)K('EM1{KI{,  1917,  il  \va.s  ap-

per  da.v  on  an  ojien  |)latform  wilh  thr 
temperature  often  Kl^  lielow  zero,  and  [he- 
material  often  covered  with  snow  and  ice. 
No  ordinary  inspector  from  an  aircraft 
factorv  coidd  or  vvduM  |)erlorm  such 
duty,  and  inspectors  had  lo  lie  recruited 
from  the  mills.  This  neiessitalccl  de- 
tailed instruction  rc<;ardin^;  <|ualil.v  of 
material  <lesircd  and  in  the  liner  points 
of  wdod   ins|iccl  ion. 

'I'he  eidire  territorv,  iucludiufi  Alaine, 
New  Hauipsliire,  \ermont.  New  ^'orUand 
the  Canadian  l*rovin<TS  of  Ottawa, 
Ontario,  New  Hrunsvvick,  (^ueliec  and 
Nova  Scotia,  vvimc  divided  inio  districts, 
each  dist  ri<-t  licinu  numlicred  and  I'lnlirac- 
inj;  .several  mills,  lietwecn  which  facilities, 
for  trav(>I  were  fairly  well  eslalilished.  .\n 
inspe<-lor  was  detailed  lo  each  dislrict 
wilh  an  ollicial  shmip  licariui;  lln-  dis- 
trict numlicr.

jecleil.       .Ml    nine   car- 
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loads  were  traced  to  an  inspector  who 
had  been  released  for  incompetency. 

Special  operations  were  undertaken 
during  1918  for  production  of  airplane 
stock  from  especially  fine  stands  of  spruce 
by  culling  all  the  choice  logs  from  the 
river  drives  of  the  big  pulp  and  paper 
companies  and  having  them  specially 
sawn. 

Early  in  the  spring  of  1918  the  British 
War  Mission  sent  a  representative  to 
New  England  to  determine  if  the  quality 
of  spruce  being  produced  was  suitable  for 
their  purposes,  and  as  a  result  of  a  favor- 
able report,  contract  was  entered  into 
for  shipment  of  1,000.000  feet.  The 
quality  of  the  stock  was  found  so  satis- 
factory that  an  additional  contract  was 
entered  into  for  ,S,000,000  feet  of  the  same 
material.  The  Imperial  Munition  Board 
immediately  attempted  to  develop  the 
Canadian  Provinces  along  the  lines 
adopted  by  the  'Navy  in  New  England, 
but  without  success. 

x\  representative  of  the  British  War 
Mission  and  a  rejjresentative  of  the  Im- 
perial Mimition  Board  then  thoroughly 
investigated  the  activities  of  the  Navy  in 
New  England  and  reported  to  the  Im- 
perial Board  that  it  would  be  an  extremely 
difficult,  if  not  imjjossible  matter,  to 
establish  an  organization  of  the  efficiency 
of  that  of  the  Navy  in  New  England. 
Consequently  they  decided  to  turn  over 
to  the  United  States  Navy  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Canadian  Provinces  with  the 
understanding  that  a  fair  percentage  of 
the  material  would  be  supplied  the 
British  Government  at  cost  price. 

In  addition  to  the  development  in  New 
England  for  the  production  of  spruce,  the 
Office  of  Spruce  Production  for  the  Navy 
located  and  developed  sources  of  supply 
of  tough  northern-grown  bending  ash, 
which  was  found  absolutely  necessary  for 


airplane  construction.  Over  560,000  feet 
of  this  material  were  inspected  and 
shipped  to  various  naval  establishments 
during  the  fall  of  1918. 

In  September,  1918,  the  labor  situation 
as  regards  lumber  operations  was  very 
acute  in  New  England,  and  it  was  ap- 
parent that  unless  relief  was  obtained, 
lumber  operations  would  practically  cease. 
New  England  operators  failing  to  obtain 
assistance  from  the  Labor  Board,  re- 
quested help  from  the  Office  of  Spruce 
Production.  Special  employment  agencies 
were  established  and  operated  under  their 
supervision  for  the  proper  allocation  of 
the  men,  and  as  this  source  of  supply  was 
not  found  sufficient,  negotiations  were 
opened  with  the  Army  for  the  assignment 
of  limited  service  men  for  this  duty. 
Arrangements  were  finally  made  for  the 
allocation  of  2,000  men  from  camps  in  the 
middle  west  to  the  New  England  mills. 
The  entire  transaction  of  obtaining  these 
men  and  transporting  them  from  camp  to 
the  mills  and  their  return  to  camp  upon 
the  signing  of  tlie  armistice,  was  handled 
by  the  Office  of  Spruce  Production  for  the 
Navy.  Every  man  so  allocated  was 
returned  to  camp  or  satisfactorily  ac- 
counted for. 

The  economy  efl^ected  by  this  work  was 
considerable;  grade  "A"  spruce,  for 
example,  costing  the  Navy  $125  per 
1,000  feet  to  produce,  while  the  same 
grade  previously  purchased  from  the 
Army  cost  $667  per  1,000  feet.  The 
magnitude  of  production  reached  may 
be  seen  from  the  following  summary  of 
shipments  from  January  to  November, 
1918:

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Developments  of  Aerial 
Photography

As  a  result  of  ox[)eriiiioiit.s  oxteiidiiig 
over  a  period  of  several  years,  the 
United  States  naval  air  service 
develo])ed  what  is  believed  to  he  the  best 
aerial  hand-held  camera  constructed  in 
America  or  by  the  Allies  during'  the  war; 
a  camera  which  embodies  all  the  good 
qualities  of  several  t)ther  designs  which 
were  manufactured  here  and  abroad  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  aerial  pho- 
tographers of  all  allied  countries. 

Aerial  photography  in  the  U.  S.  Navy 
dates  from  June,  1915,  when  a  second 
class  machinist's  mate  was  detailed  for 
photographic  duty  at  the  naval  air 
station,  Pensacola,  for  the  pur])ose  of 
obtaining  record  photographs  of  yard, 
construction,  aircraft  experimental  work. 


etc.  In  the  following  March,  aerial 
photographs  taken  of  a  dummy  fort  at 
Fort  Morgan  were  used  in  connection 
with  the  long  range  firing  by  the  U.  S.  S. 
yew  York  and  the  I'.  S.  S.  .Irkanxat!. 
Upon  his  return  from  this  del  ail.  the 
photographer  rec'onuncnded  to  ('apt. 
Mark  L.  Bristol,  I'SX,  then  director  of 
aviation,  that  a  long-range  aerial  camera 
be  develoj)ed  for  ii.se  in  great  gun  target 
practice,  in  order  that  more  detail  might 
be  secured  in  |)li(>t()graphs  taken  from 
high  altitudes  than  was  possible  with  the 
cameras  they  had  at  that  time. 

Accordingly  several  camera  manufac- 
turers were  interested  in  the  jjrojcct,  and 
by  the  following  December  a  camera  had 
been   constructed    for   the    Navy,    which 
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Shot  with  a  Camera  Gun,  Low. 


stood  a  satisfactory  test  at  an  altitude  of 
(i,100  feet  over  Pensacola,  although  the 
lenses  were  not  all  that  was  desired. 
Tests  of  aerial  cameras  of  several  tyiJes 
were  continued  during  the  ensuing 
months,  with  varying  results,  until  the 
development  of  the  naval  camera,  which 
is  recognized  to  be  the  most  comjilete 
among  all  the  machines  that  were  used 
hy  the  allied  air  services.  At  the  time 
of  the  armistice,  the  naval  air  service  had 
aliout  perfected  plans  wliereby  photo- 
graphic negatives  made  of  the  enemy's 
battle  craft,  harbors  and  fortifications 
could  lie  developed  l)y  the  naval  photo- 
grapher in  the  seaplane  while  in  flight 
en  route  from  the  scene,  and  a  print  dis- 
])atched  by  a  pigeon  within  ten  minutes 
after  the  photograjih  was  taken!  A  great 
deal  more  in  the  nature  of  advanced 
photograjihic  experimental  work  was  in 
contemplation  for  the  furtherance  of 
naval  aerial  warfare,  but  which  cannot  be 
disclosed    now. 

Training  of  aerial  photographers  began 
with  the  detail  of  a  naval  jjhotographer  to 
the  army  school  of  aerial  [ihotography  at 
Langley  Fielil,  Hampton,  Va.,  in  Novem- 
ber, 1917,  for  a  course  of  instruction. 
Upon  graduation  he  passed  an  examina- 
tion for  commission  and  was  appointed 
ensign  in  the  reserve  force,  whereujjon 
he  was  sent  to  Miami,  Florida,  for  the 
pur])ose  of  establishing  a  similar  school 
for  naval  photographers.  This  school 
was  put  in  commission  in  A]iril,  1918,  and 
in  June  the  first  group  of  naval  photog- 
raphers, consisting  of  nine   trained   men. 


went  abroad  for  duty  at  the  various 
United  States  naval  air  stations.  At  the 
same  time  several  trained  photographers 
were  sent  from  the  school  to  stations  in 
this  country. 

The  course  at  the  school  of  aerial  jiho- 
tography  covered  a  larger  field  than  that 
of  the  army  school;  instead  of  confining 
the  instruction  to  aerial  photography 
alone,  several  i)hases  of  the  profession 
were  taught,  and  ujjon  completing  the 
course,  the  graduates  were  competent  to 
jierform  whatever  record  photographic 
work  might  be  required  at  a  Naval  air 
station,  or  on  board  a  warship  carrying 
aircraft,  in  addition  to  aerial  photographic 
map-making. 

By  the  tim?  hostilities  ceased,  the 
trained  jiersonnel  of  aerial  photography 
in  the  naval  service  comprised  nine  photo- 
graphic officers  (all  ensigns.  Naval  Reserve 
Force),  seventy-seven  printers  and  ten 
machinist's  mates,  the  latter  being  camera 
repair  men;  of  this  force,  forty-two  were 
abroad,  or  were  en  route  to  France.  The 
first  class  of  twenty  photographers  was 
formed  from  among  candidates  who  had 
passed  a  competitive  examination  among 
reservists  at  New  York.  The  second 
class  came  from  Great  Lakes  training 
station,  and  the  remainder  were  recruited 
from  civil  life  or  through  individual 
examinations  at  the  various  stations.  The 
instruction  of  camera  repair  men  was  con- 
ducted at  the  factory  in  Rochester,  where 
the  machinists  were  taught  the  con- 
struction of  cameras,  their  repairs  and 
general  mechanism.

tion  of  the  conii)onent  parts  of  the  craft. 
Every  stage  in  the  manufacture  of  an 
airplane  is  the  equivalent  stage  of  nuik- 
ing  the  jjlane  safe  for  flight.  Safety  is  the 
|)rimary  consider  ition;  hut  when  the  throh 
of  the  motor  is  silenced  hy  a  hullet  from  an 
enemy  machine  gun,  or  likewise  if  the  gas 
hag  of  a  dirigii)le  is  hadiy  torn,  the 
navigator  of  the  air  is  compelled,  as 
.Julius  Caesar  says  in  his  commentary, 
"to  seek  safety  in  flight."  It  is  then 
that  the  parachute  comes  into  its  own. 

The  operation  of  the  parachute  is 
familiar  to  almost  everyone.  Ask  a 
child  to  descrihe  a  parachute  and  he  will 
mentally  picture  a  ])ygmy-like  figure  high 
in  the  clouds  clinging  to  a  slowly  descend- 
ing opened  umhrella.  Devotees  of  county 
fairs  have  long  hecn  familiar  with  the 
|)araclnite    descent    from     the    old    fire- 

halloon  as  the 
tiirilling  and 
lireath-  taking 
event  of  the 
.|;,y. 

riic  |)ara- 
iliiite  is  really 
the  only  prac- 
tical aerial 
life-saver.  It 
ap])ea  re  d  a 
century  a  g  o 
coincidentally 
with  the  ap- 
pearance of 
the  first  suc- 
cessful fi  r  e  - 
l)alloon.  The 
evolution  of 
the  i)aracluite 
has  heen  a 
series    of    im- 
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provements  upon  the  basic  ideas  con- 
ceived at  that  time.  Descents  by  para- 
chute in  the  earher  days  of  its  develo]j- 
ment  were  resorted  to  only  in  cases  of 
the  greatest  emergency,  for  so  uncertain 
was  the  possibiUty  of  making  a  safe  land- 
ing that  it  was  deemed  almost  as  safe  to 
take  one's  chances  with  the  burning 
balloon.  As  a  consequence  no  appre- 
ciable progress  in  the  development  of 
the  parachute  as  a  practical  aerial  life- 
saving  device  was  made  until  a  gener- 
ation or  so  ago. 

It  may  be  said  without  fear  of  contra- 
diction that  to  America  is  due  the  credit 
for  developing  parachuting  to  the  point 
where  it  is  now  a  science  and  indeed  a 
practical  life-saving  device  for  the  pilot 
of  lightcr-than-air  craft.  Since  the  war, 
experiments  by  both  the  Navy  and  the 
Army  have  indicated  that  the  time  is  not 
far  distant  when  the  utility  of  the  para- 
chute for  heavier  than  air  machines  will 
be  manifest. 

In  the  days  when  parachuting  was 
regarded  as  a  particularly  hazardous 
stunt,  that  intrepid  pioneer,  Maj.  Thomas 
S.  Baldwin,  popularly  known  as  Tom 
Baldwin,  set  out  to  develop  a  safe  para- 
chute. For  many  years  he  gave  demon- 
strations throughout  the  United  States 
and  Europe,  demonstrating  the  practica- 
bility of  the  parachute.  Major  Baldwin's 
efforts  did  much  toward  arousing  a 
popular  interest  in  free  ballooning  and 
parachuting. 

Then  as  suddenly  as  a  bolt  of  thunder 
from  a  clear  sky  the  great  war  came 
upon  a  surprised  world,  and  it  was  very 
soon  realized  that  aircraft  of  all  kinds 
would  play  an  all-important  role  in  the 
great  conflict.  It  was  many  months, 
however,  before  any  of  the  belligerents 
equipped  their  aircraft  with  parachutes, 
while  in  the  meantime  hundreds  of  men 
in  the  air  service  were  lost  as  their 
machines  and  balloons  fell  in  flames  or 
were  shot  down.  Allied  and  enemy  war 
lords  then  fully  realized  that  the  mastery 
of   the  air  would  achieve   the   ultimate 


victory.  How  could  this  great  advantage 
be  gained  if  there  was  no  insurance  against 
tiie  loss  of  the  only  men  skilled  and 
equipped  to  carry  on  this  work  after 
months  of  arduous  training?  A  para- 
chute must  be  developed  which  will  cut 
down  the  heavy  casualties  of  the  air,  was 
the  decision  of  those  in  charge  of  the  aerial 
program.  We  can  better  afford  to  lose 
planes  and  balloons  than  we  can  to  sacri- 
fice the  lives  of  the  men  whose  skill  alone 
gives  the  command  of  the  air  its  potential 
value. 

With  these  outstanding  facts  forming 
the  basis  for  concerted  action  no  time  was 
lost  in  devising  and  manufacturing  in  large 
quantities  a  tyj)e  of  parachute  at  once 
efficient  and  safe.  A  degree  of  develop- 
ment in  parachuting  was  attained  in 
time  to  bear  an  important  influence  on 
the  value  of  aircraft  in  the  war. 

The  type  of  parachute  developed  for 
war  purposes  was  an  improvement  on 
the  older  one-man  type,  used  to  permit 
men  in  the  basket  to  descend  in  case  the

balloon  caught  fire,  in  that  the  balloonists 
were  enabled  to  remain  in  the  basket, 
which,  cut  away  from  the  burninj;  bal- 
loon, descended  safely  to  earth  bearing 
its  load  of  human  freight.  This  is  known 
as  the  basket  parachute,  and  made 
possible  the  saving  of  maps,  records  and 
instruments  of  great  value  and  of  poten- 
tial danger  should  the  basket  fall  into  the 
hands  of  the  enemy.  The  basket  para- 
chute is  considerably  larger  in  diameter 
than  the  one-man  or  individual  type,  and 
those  who  have  made  descents  by  means 
of  both  declare  that  tlie  only  sensation 
caused  by  the  basket  drop  is  merely  the 
j)Ieasurable  thrill  of  slow  and  gradual 
descent,  very  similar  to  an  elevator  ride, 
while  with  the  individual  tj-pe  one  must 
jump  out  of  the  basket  and  undergo  the 
hair-raising  sensation  of  a  suspense  of  from 
three  to  six  seconds,  which  seems  like  an 
eternity,  the  period  elapsing  from  the 
moment  the  pilot  jumps  over  the  edge  of 
the  basket  until  the  jiarachute,  umbrella- 
like,  opens  up. 

It  is  a  remarkable  fact,  which  in  itself 


is  significant,  that  during  the  entire  time 
in  which  American  forces  operated  on 
Euroj)ean  soil  during  the  recent  war,  only 
one  death  resulted  as  the  direct  result  of 
a  parachute  drop.  In  that  particular 
instance  the  burning  balloon  fell  directly 
upon  the  opening  parachute,  setting  it  on 
fire  and  causing  the  observer  to  fall  to 
earth.  That  the  parachute  proved  its 
value  in  lessening  the  number  of  air 
fatalities  is  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that 
one  observer  jumped  to  safety  four  times 
in  one  day,  while  another  made  three 
safe  descents  in  four  hours.  During  the 
historic  Argonne  drive  thirty  parachute 
jumps  were  made  by  allied  aviators. 
Without  these  safety  devices,  not  only 
would  tiie  lives  of  many  brave  and  valua- 
ble airmen  have  been  lost,  but  valuable 
data,  maps,  records,  etc.,  would  have 
fallen  into  the  enemy's  possession,  mak- 
ing it  necessary  for  allied  leaders  to 
reshape  long  thought  out  plans. 

Naturally  more  than  one  type  of 
l)ara<]uite  resulted  from  the  concentra- 
tion (ifolfort  upon  this  important  i)roblein. 
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"Mhich  caused  stil]  another  prol)leiii, 
•choice  of  the  most  desiral^le  type.  There 
were  the  Baldwin,  the  Stevens  and  a  few 
■other  American  tyi)es;  at  least  a  half- 
dozen  French  makes;  the  Spencer  and 
"Guardian  Angel,"  both  of  British  make. 
The  United  States  Navy  has  experi- 
mented with  all  these  and  a  nund)er  of 
others. 

To  Lieut.  J.  Keily,  USX,  is  due  the 
■credit  of  making  the  first  parachute  jumj) 
in  the  American  navy.  This  test  was 
made  in  England,  in  October,  1917. 
Later  jumps  were  made  in  the  United 
States  from  balloons,  dirigibles  and  planes. 
During  the  period  of  war  naval  experi- 
mental jjilots  also  worked  with  the  Army 
in  the  effort  to  develoj)  a  parachute  which 
would  be  as  nearly  perfect  as  scientific 
and  inventive  genius  could  devise. 

On  March  30,  1918,  the  basket  para- 
chute was  tested  in  the  Navy  for  the  first 
time.  An  observer  descended  from  a 
Walloon  in  the  basket,  together  with  mai)s, 
instruments,  etc.  The  very  next  day  the 
French  army,  hundreds  of  miles  away, 
made  its  first  succes.sful  experiment  with 
the  .same  ty])e  paraciuite.  The  American 
parachute  was  designed  by  Bankston, 
TV'ho  made  the  first  test,  while  J.  R. 
Gammeter,  of  the  B.  F.  Goodrich  Com- 
pany, designed  the  release  mechanism, 
which  was  a  lever  by  means  of  which  the 
ba.sket  with  all  its  contents  could  be 
Telea.sed  from  the  burning  balloon. 

Among  the  many  foreign  models  pur- 
chased by  the  American  Na\-y  and  ex- 
perimented with  in  this  country  while 
army  and  navy  experts  were  acti\-ely 
studyingthei)arachute  fpiestion  in  Europe 
are  the  Usuelli  and  mol)ile  Italian  types. 
In  Italy  an  American  naval  aviator 
jumped  from  a  huge  Italian  dirigible, 
using  an  Usuelli  parachute,  into  the 
Mediterranean  Sea  1,400  feet  below, 
■carrying  with  him  a  small  pneumatic 
life-boat  (designed  by  Major  Leone) 
which  he  .successfully  used  upon  landing 
an  the  water. 

In  June,  1918,  the  navy  began  experi- 


mental work  with  parachutes  as  applied 
to  seaplanes.  On  August  4,  1918,  Maj. 
T.  Orde  Lees,  AFC,  RAF,  successfully 
demonstrated  the  popular  Briti.sh  para- 
chute, "The  Guardian  Angel,"  l)y  drop- 
ing  from  a  swiftly  moving  HS-2  flying 
boat,  piloted  by  Lieutenant  Barron. 
Almost  a  year  before  this  the  CJermans 
had  made  successfid  tests  of  the  ])ara- 
chute  as  a  life-saving  device  for  airj)lanes. 
This  .sjHirred  the  British  to  greater  effort. 

The  war  not  only  ser\cd  as  a  medium 
for  advancing  the  develojnnent  of  all  types 
of  aircraft  to  a  degree  which  in  jjre-war 
days  could  not  have  been  foreseen  by  e\'en 
the  most  hopeful  air  enthusiasts,  but  at 
the  same  time  carried  forward  with  an 
equal  rapidity  of  advancement  the  de- 
velopment of  the  parachute  as  a  life 
saving  device  for  airplanes  as  well  as 
balloons. 

The  Navy  Department  is  now  experi- 
menting with  a  type  of  parachute  de- 
signed by  Airplane  Inspector  Coughlin, 
of  the  Bureau  of  Construction  and 
Repair,  which  is  said  by  exjierts  to  hold 
great  ])romi.se  as  a  still  further  degree  of 
])arachute  development.  The  Coughlin 
parachute  is  designed  for  use  on  balloons 
and  dirigibles.  The  most  efficient  para- 
chute for  heavier-than-air  craft,  accord- 
ing to  exi)ert  opinion  based  upon  more 
than  200  successful  tests,  is  the  British 
"Guardian  Angel."  Experimental  work 
on  all  types  is  being  pu.shed  rapidly,  and 
im])ortant  improvements  in  design  and 
a])pIication  are  now  in  process  of  develop- 
ment. 

Among  the  new  jjhases  contemplated 
is  a  reduction  in  size  of  parachutes  used 
over  water  becau.se  of  the  need  of  one  that 
is  small,  light  and  more  easily  stowed  on 
heavier-than-air  craft.  This  is  declared 
to  be  practicable,  as  a  plunge  can  safely 
be  made  into  water  with  far  greater 
velocity  than  a  dro]>  to  land.  Still 
another  contem])lated  improvement  is  a 
parachute  which  is  independent  of  any 
connection  with  the  aircraft  to  facilitate 
its  opening.     Test  after  test  has  jiroven

tliat  most  of  the  acci- 
dents occiirriiif;  result 
from  failure  of  the  para- 
chute to  open  in  suffi- 
cient time  to  ciieck  the 
fall  of  the  flier  before 
he  hits  the  earth.  There 
are  two  main  causes 
which,  in  the  case  of  the 
ordinary  parachute,  ac- 
count for  a  delay  or  an 
entire  failure  to  open. 

The  first  is  that  the  aperture  at  the 
apex  of  the  body  acts  as  a  very  efficient 
air  ejector,  and  the  suction  creates  a 
partial  vacuum  within.  When  the  weight 
of  the  airman  first  comes  on  the  rigging 
it  pulls  the  cords  together,  and  if,  by  any 
fatal  chance,  the  silk  gii.sscts  at  the 
moutli  of  the  |)arachute  should  overlap 
and  be  i)resseil  together  by  tlie  o])i)osing 
current  of  air,  the  vacuum  extends  to 
the  moutli,  sucks  the  silk  gussets  together 
and  seals  up  all  entrance  of  the  external 
air.  A  parachute  in  such  ca.ses  never 
opens,  and  the  aviator  falls  to  certain 
death. 

The  .second  main  cause  accounting  for 
the  failure  of  the  i)arachute  to  open  is 
entanglement  of  the  rigging,  which  is 
compo.sed  of  fine  coiled  cordage.  A 
large  number  of  coiled  cords  are  in  con- 
tact and  they  have  a  strong  tendency  to 
become  entangled.  When  the  weight  of 
the  descending  aviator  makes  a  snatch 
at  this  cordage,  all  bunched  together,  the 
least  air  current  will  whip  these  cords 
round  each  other,  with  the  imminent 
risk  of  their  loops  taking  a  grip  and  bind- 
ing themselves  in  knots.  A  partial 
entanglement  of  rigging  means  a  lo])- 
sided  i)arachutc  body,  and  a  dangerous 
increase  in  tlie  sjjced  of  ilescent.  A 
badly  knotted  entanglement  means  con- 
striction of  the  mouth  of  the  parachute, 
and  a  high  speed  fatal  fall. 


balloon   or  air])lane  in  such  a  way  that 
the   force   which   lireaks   the   i)arachute 
and    its   human    load    away    from     the 
craft    also    serves    the    ])urpose    of 
cH'ecting  the   oi)ening  of   the  para- 
chute.    It   .soon   became  ap- 
parent. liowc\er,  tiiat    under 
certain    conditions,    partic- 
ularly   in    modcTTi    war- 
fare,  it    would  be  prcter- 
able    li>  liaxc  a    type  en- 
tirely     independent      of 
any    such     comict-tion 
between     aircraft     a  n  d 
parachute.      It    is    u])on 
such  types  among  others 
that  experts    are    now   centering 
their  efforts. 

The  development  of  a  ])ara- 
chute  which  reduces  the  hazards 
of  the  air  to  an  absolute  min- 
imum is  now  being  sought.  In  dreat 
Hritain  the  Air  [Ministry  has  created 
a  sjjccial  Parachute  Conunittee.  The 
important  work  done  by  the  I  nited 
States  Air  Service  at  the  ex|)erimental 
field,  Choi.sy  Le-Roi,  in  coo])eration 
with  the  French  Section  Technique  at  St. 
Cyr,  C'halais-Meudon  and  Villacoublay, 
will  be  carried  on  in  the  I'nited  Stales. 
The  navy,  which  has  made  many  success- 
ful tests,  is  i)re|)aring  to  carry  on  the  good 
work  along  definitely  laid-out  and  well- 
conceived  plans.  The  prcseiit  policy 
of  the  navy  in  regard  to  i)ararluiles  can 
be  summarized  thus. 

One  parachute  for  each  member  of  the 
crew  of  dirigibles  becau.se  of  fire  danger: 
for  observation  balloons,  in  ca.se  of  enemy 
attack;  for  heavier-than-air  jilancs  when 
subject  to  attack,  or  when  special  cir- 
cumstances warrant.

NC-i  was 
forced  down  80  miles  off  Cape  Cod  by 
motor  trouble,  while  en  route  to  Halifax, 
and  finally  taxied  into  the  Naval  Air 
Station,  Chatham,  the  following  morning, 
NC-3  and  NC-1  meanwhile  reaching  Hali- 
fax and  later  going  on  to  Trepassey  Bay, 
Newfoundland.  NC-4,  after  making  re- 
pairs at  Chatham,  was  held  up  six  days  by 
a  "northeaster,"  but  finally  the  weather 
moderated  in  time  to  fly  to  Halifax  and 
then  to  Trepassey  before  the  others 
started. 

The  day  following  her  arrival  the  three 
planes  started  together  in  the  late  after- 
noon for  the  Azores.  At  dark,  finding 
that  it  was  impossible  to  maintain  forma- 
tion, they  separated,  each  making  the 
best  of  its  way  along  the  course. 

The  next  morning  when  still  about  2.50 
miles  from  the  Azores,  a  dense  fog  was 
encountered  which  nearly  proved  the 
undoing  of  all  three  planes.     Both  NC-3 


and  NC-1  eventually  landed,  hoping  to 
locate  themselves.  They  found  the  sea 
.so  rough  that  all  hope  of  getting  up  again 
was  abamlonctl;  in  fact,  the  crews  had 
con.siderable  difficulty  in  staying  afloat. 
The  crew  of  NC-1  was  i)icked  up  by  a 
tranijj  steamer,  six  hours  after  landing, 
the  plane  later  sinking.  NC-3  sailed 
stern-first  for  about  200  miles  until  off 
Ponta  Delgada,  then  started  up  her 
engines  and  taxied  into  pcjrt,  after  weath- 
ering nearly  sixty  hours  of  gale  and  waves 
as    high    as    30    to    -10    feet.

dismantled  and  sent  back  to  the  States;

N('-4  left  after  a  week  of  waiting  for 
sea  and  weather  conditions  to  moderate. 
The  run  to  Lisbon  was  made  without 
particular  incident.  Later  she  continued 
on  her  way  to  Plymouth,  England,  stop- 
ping in  the  Mondego  River  for  minor 
repairs  and  again  at  Fcrrol,  S])ain,  to 
spend  the  night;  this  was  necessary,  due 
to  the  delay  experienced  at  the  .Mondego 
River. 

All  of  the  European  cities  visitetl  were 
most  enthusiastic  about  the  flight  and 
everywhere  the  crews  were  treated  as 
distinguished  guests.  The  Portugue.se 
awarded  them  tlieir  highest  decoration, 
that  of  the  "Tower  and  Sword";  the 
British  awarded  them  the  Royal  .\ir 
Force  Cross;  ban(|Uets,  receptions  and 
"what-not"  were  in  ()r<ler.  It  was  a  con- 
tinuous ovation.  .Vnd  later  the  same  was 
true  in  this  country. 

It  seemed  very  strange  that  the  suc-

Messages  to  be  carried  by  pigeons  are 
written  on  small  blocks  of  onion  skin 
paper.  The  message  is  then  rolled  into  a 
small  pellet  and  inserted  in  a  light  alumi- 
num container  which  is  strapped  to  the 
bird's  leg.  As  the  pigeon  needs  light  to 
guide  his  flight  it  is  not  possible  to  use 
them  at  night  nor  in  heavy,  foggy 
weather.  The  distance  a  bird  will  ac- 
complish depends  largely  upon  its  indi- 
vidual training  and  capability.  In  the 
second  year  of  training,  however,  a  bird 
should  be  able  to  travel  up  to  500  miles 
with  accuracy,  and  200  miles  has  been  ac- 
complished by  birds  in  their  first  year  of 
training. 

The  very  nature  and  importance  of  the 
work  entrusted  to  these  winged  mes- 
sengers has  given  them  numerous  op- 
portunities to  distinguish  themselves  in 
the  military  and  naval  service.  Hun- 
dreds of  stories  of  their  accomplishments 
have  been  recorded  and  many  of  the 
birds  have  won  world  wide  fame.  A  few 
examples  of  the  nature  and  value  of  the 
work  may  be  determined  by  the  follow- 
ing extracts  from  records  on  file  in  the 
Navy  Department. 

One  instance  is  that  ensuing  when  a 
British  patrol  boat  was  attacked  early 
one  morning  by  a  German  submarine. 
The  vessel  was  torpedoed  and  rapidly 
began  to  sink.  The  skipper,  however, 
had  time  to  write  a  brief  message,  roll  up 
the  scrap  of  paper  and  attach  it  to  the 
leg  of  a  pigeon  before  the  shattered  craft 
sank  under  his  feet.  Just  in  time  he 
threw  the  bird  into  the  air  and  within 
the  next  minute  he  was  struggling  in  the 
water  clinging  to  a  bit  of  wreckage.  By 
this  time  the  U-boat  had  risen  to  the 
surface  the  crew  quickly  discovered 
the  pigeon  and  opened  fire  on  it  with 
rifles.  The  skipper,  struggling  in  the 
water  saw  that  the  bird  had  been  hit  and 
gave  up  all  hope  of  rescue. 

However,  he  failed  to  consider  the 
plucky  nature  of  the  bird  and  the  tre- 


mendous power  of  its  homing  instincts. 
Some  iQ  miles  away  the  pigeon  alighted 
on  the  deck  of  a  patrolling  destroyer,  its 
silvery  gray  plumage  speckled  with  blood, 
one  of  its  wings  crippled  and  the  tail 
feathers  completely  shot  away.  The 
bird  was  quickly  carried  to  the  com- 
mander of  the  destroyer  who  took  the 
message  from  its  leg  and  three  minutes 
later  the  destroyer  was  speeding  to  the 
rescue,  with  her  wireless  filling  the  air 
with  news  of  the  enemy's  location.  In 
less  than  an  hour  the  survivors  of  the 
sunken  vessel  were  safe  on  board  the 
rescuing  ship.  A  game  little  bird  had 
saved  their  lives.  The  pigeon  later 
recovered  from  its  wounds  and  resumed 
its  place  on  the  "active"  list. 

A  seaplane  of  the  Royal  Naval  Air 
Service  got  into  trouble  at  sea  and  tossed 
its  pigeons  into  the  air  at  l.ii  a.  m.  The 
pigeon  reached  its  loft  at  8.00  a.  m.  with 
this  message:  "Am  down  off  North 
Goodwin;  light  vessel;  very  rough  sea." 
At  8.04  a  patrol  boat  was  on  its  way 
to  the  rescue. 

On  another  occasion  a  pigeon  reached 
its  loft  carrying  the  following  message: 
"Down  at  Nieuport;  compression  tap 
blown  off;  radiator  empty;  filling  up  with 
salt  water  and  will  return  as  soon  as 
possible."  Another  seaplane  was  sent 
to  the  rescue  but  was  unable  to  discover 
the  disabled  machine.  Five  days  later 
the  seaplane's  second  pigeon  homed  with 
a  message  written  in  German,  dispatched 
from  the  German  seaplane  station  at 
Zeebrugge.  It  read:  "English  machine 
and  pilot  Cooke  are  prisoners.  Observer 
Crothers  dead." 

At  a  certain  seaplane  station  in  Flan- 
ders early  one  morning  a  pigeon  was  seen 
to  dive  from  the  clouds  and  enter  its  loft 
hurriedly.  The  thin  piece  of  tissue  paper 
carried  in  the  small  cylinder  on  its  leg 
read:  "Potvin,  shot  down  10  miles  N.  N. 
E.  Nieuport;  one  Hun  down;  my  tanks 
shot;  French  destroyer  on  its  way;  .send 
fighters.     Graham." 

At    the    seaplane    station    this    meant 
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that  Flight  Lieut.  R.  Graham,  who  had 
left  that  niorninf;  on  special  patrol  duty, 
had  encountered  enemy  aircraft,  that  a 
seaplane  had  been  shot  down  whose 
pilot  was,  he  thought.  Flight  Lieu- 
tenant Potvin,  that  a  German  machine 
had  also  been  shot  down;  that  shots  had 
pierced  his  own  tanks;  that  a  French 
torpedo-l)t)at  destroyer  was  aj)])roaching, 
and  that  more  combat  seaplanes  were 
needed  at  once. 

Five  minutes  later  another  pigeon 
homed  with  this  message:  "Shot  landed 
O.  K.;  down  10  N.  N.  E.  Nieuport 
Potvin.  I  shot  one  down  but  he  did 
not  crash.  My  tanks  are  no  good,  can't 
climb.  French  T.  B.  D.  on  its  way,  send 
more  fighters  quick.     Graham." 

Eighteen  minutes  later  a  thin!  pigeon 
homed  with  a  message  from  another 
member  of  the  patrol.  "Am  shot  down, 
hit  in  tank  and  radiator.  Rogers  dead. 
I  am  unhurt.  Please  send  help  at  once. 
Paine." 

This  was  from  Flight  Lieut.  L.  L  Paine 
whose  observer  was  Lieut.  Rogers. 

Seven    minutes  later  a   fourtli   ])igcon 


reached  the  air  station  with  this  message: 
"Machine  turning  over  to  jtort.  Have 
jettisoned  everything;  am  on  wing  tip; 
sea  calm;  machine  has  seemingly  steadied. 
Nothing  in  .sight.  I  think  the  machine 
will  float  for  a  long  time.  Land  bus  just 
made  one  circuit,  but  1  don't  think  he 
.saw  me.  If  machine  sinks  I  will  swim 
to  buoy  clo.se  by.  Rogers  was  killed 
instantly,  wound  in  head.     Paine." 

Two  .seaplanes  were  sent  to  guide  a 
French  torpedo  boat  destroyer  to  the 
scene.  They  located  the  damaged  jjlane 
8  miles  from  Nieuport.  They  had  just 
reached  it  when  a  German  submarine 
and  four  German  tor])edo  boat  de- 
stroyers arrived  and  shortly  after  a 
French  motor  lighter  and  a  small  craft, 
zigzagging  madly  to  avoid  the  courtesies 
of  the  German  submarine. 

Lieutenant  Graham  reached  home 
safely  with  his  machine,  which  was  taken 
in  tow  by  one  of  the  patrol  vessels. 

That  ends  the  story.  It  all  happened 
in  one-half  hour  and  a  few  feathered 
friends  of  the  human  flyers  had  carried 
the  messages  that  made  tlie  rescue 
possible.

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nPHE  preceding  section  and  the  one  following  comprise  a  grand  muster  of  the  commissioned 
*  personnel  of  the  Corps.  The  Senior  Division  includes  officers  of  the  rank  of  Lieutenant  or 
above,  while  the  following  emliraces  those  of  the  rank  of  Lieutenant  (junior  grade)  or  below,  and 
includes  also  student  officers  who  were  training  as  pilots  or  for  commissions  l)ut  who  had  not  com- 
pleted tlieir  course  upon  the  signing  of  the  armistice. 

Of  necessity  the  amount  of  data  concerning  each  man  has  had  to  be  brief,  consequently  onlv 
those  facts  have  been  given  which  would  aid  in  recognition  and  enable  the  reader  to  communicate 
with  other  members  of  the  Corps.  No  attempt  could  be  made  to  include  citations  or  other  honors, 
or  the  particular  capacities  in  which  each  man  served.  The  order  of  this  data  is:  name,  rank,  home 
addre.ss,  stations  served  at.  and  whether  he  was  in  the  heavier-than-air  or  lighter-than-air  branch.
